Caribbean dive resort owner sits 

down with his guests for breakfast. 
While the divers eagerly discuss the 
prospects of a good dive, the owner qui- 
etly selects a chair facing the sea. The 
shore front is barely 100 feet away and 
the view from the breakfast veranda 
offers a spectacular panorama. 

The resort owner is a cordial host, but 
this morning he seems distant. His con- 
versation is almost mechanical while he 
gazes out the window at a tiny speck 
some 500 yards up the beach. His atten- 
tion is riveted on a small native fishing 
skiff. Three young boys, all locals, are 
fishing with handmade spears and gog- 
gles. Twenty minutes pass and by now 
the guests are happily savoring their 
eggs and pancakes, but their host be- 
comes grimmer by the minute. The 
small fishing boat has crept closer to the 
reef directly in front of the hotel. 

Suddenly the host jumps up, runs out 
the dining room door and boards a dive 
boat at the pier. He starts the engine and 
races over to where the boys are fishing. 
shouting in half English and half island 
lingo, he orders the boys not to come any 
closer to his reef. The young fishermen 
move off. For perhaps the hundredth 
time, the hotel owner has successfully 
driven off poachers who would have shot 
out his reef. 

Why was this dive resort owner So up- 
set? The answer is simple: He was de- 
fending a beautiful natural resource that 
just happened to be his chief money- 
maker. Located directly beneath his boat 
was one of the loveliest coral reefs on the 
island. Over the past six years he had 
spent thousands of hours taming the fish 
to take food out of his hand. His menag- 
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Water Wardens 


erie of undersea creatures included a 30 
pound pet grouper, a pair of angelfish 
that would eat from your hand and a mor- 
ay eel with the disposition of a puppy 
dog. His hotel was filled to capacity with 
dive guests who had come to his island 
specifically to see these wonderful fish. 
His hard work had paid off, but his prob- 
lems were only beginning. In taming the 
creatures of the reef, he had made them 
vulnerable to even the most inept spear- 
fishermen. The fish could no longer dis- 
tinguish between human predator and 
human friend. To preserve his aquatic 
paradise, he had to maintain an almost 
24 hour vigil over this reef. ; 

The scenario described above actually 
happened and continues to happen al- 
most daily throughout the Caribbean. 
There are literally hundreds of self-ap- 
pointed guardians constantly watching 
over the reefs and the animals who live 
there. Most of them are divemasters, in- 
structors, boat skippers or resort owners 
who feel compelled to protect the under- 
sea environment from the unwitting pub- 
lic. Almost daily they lecture visiting 
guests on the subject of marine conser- 
vation. They plead, cajole and frequently 
demand that visiting divers not shoot fish, 
pick black coral, destroy seafans or 
scoop up living shells. Their struggle to 
save the reefs is an endless uphill battle 
for survival—survival for themselves as 
well as the marine environment. 

The one bright hope in this battle for 
marine conservation is that the dive re- 
sort operators have managed to make an 
impact on many island governments. By 
constantly educating and lobbying for 
marine conservation, these courageous 
people have frequently won the support 
of local governments. It is the divers who 
have made the difference, by awakening 
these governments to the need for con- 
servation regulations. 

The Cayman Island government has a 
Marine Conservation Law that makes it il- 
legal for visiting divers to collect living 
marine organisms such as seafans, black 
coral, sponges and tropical fish. The law 
also bans spearfishing with the use of 
scuba gear. The government has set 
aside certain coral reef areas as under- 
water parks. 

The Bahamas has established a clear 


and concise code of marine conservation 
laws for visiting divers. It is illegal to re- 
move any type of marine life from the reef 
or ocean floor with the use of scuba or a 
surface air supply system. Spearfishing is 
limited to free divers and either an Hawai- 
ian sling or polespear. All other types of 
spearguns are outlawed. It is also illegal 
to catch and export any type of marine 
organism, including lobster, live marine 
tropicals, black coral or speared fish. The 
Bahamas has at least four marine sanctu- 
aries designated as land and sea parks 
where nothing may be disturbed. 

The government of the British Virgin Is- 
lands declared the wreck of the Rhone a 
marine sanctuary and nationah,monu- 
ment. Both the wreck and the .marine life 
on it are protected from souvenir hunters, 
spearfishermen and fish collectors. The 
same sort of thing has happened in Bon- 
aire, Barbados, the U.S. Virgin, 






are the same ones that enjoy 4 Baeming 
diving tourism business. Vacationing div- 
ers are not interested in visiting vacant 
parking lots or sandy deserts. They are 
motivated by clear water, living coral 
reefs and abundant marine life. 

Perhaps there is a lesson to be learned 
from the current conservation trend 
among the Caribbean islands. The strug- 
gle for marine conservation cannot be 
won by merely organizing a conservation 
association, publishing a newsletter and 
collecting dues. While such activities may 
be helpful in organizing such a move- 
ment, the real battle must be fought at 
sea. Too often Americans expect their 
government to do everything for them. 
They expect a rousing newspaper article 
or an impressive political speech to make 
things right, but it never happens this way 
in real life. If there is anyone who Is going 
to successfully Save our marine environ- 
ment, it will be divers. We are the only 
ones who care enough and are capable 
of policing and protecting the underwater 
world. By working together, divers and 
local governments can establish effective 
conservation regulations that can save 
our reefs. Those who make ai living or 
benefit from the sea must be prepared to 


protect it. >

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Answers: Diving Compasses 


1. C. Navigation from a chart. A div- 
ing compass is used to provide a refer- 
ence for relative direction rather than 
for exact information on a heading. 
Short distances are involved rather 
than the long ones associated with 
chart navigation. The greatest value of 
a diving compass is to serve as a rela- 
tive reference so you can determine 


where you are and where you are going. 


2. Five desirable features of a 
diving compass: A. Liquid filled to 
dampen needle movement and with- 
stand pressure. B. Has a lubber line to 
provide a reference for a heading. C. 
Has moveable index marks that can be 
placed over the needle to act as a 
memory for a particular heading. D. 
Reads accurately even if somewhat tilt- 
ed. E. Has low profile for compactness 
and ease in sighting over it. F. Is 
marked in degrees for ease of reading. 


3. C. 18 - 24 inches. Deviation is the 
effect of nearby magnetic fields or met- 
al on a compass needle, which is 
essentially a magnet. The needle is at- 
tracted to ferrous metals or to another 
source of magnetism and will deviate 
from the correct heading. Some devia- 
tion is acceptable when diving provided 
it is constant. This is acceptable only 
because the compass is used for rela- 
tive direction instead of actual direction. 


4. D. Another compass. A magnetic 
field affects a compass more than any- 
thing else and another compass repre- 
sents a magnetic source. Problems 
have resulted when divers have placed 


compasses close together to compare 
readings. Keep compasses and other 
magnetic sources at least two feet 
from your compass. To determine if 
your equipment causes deviation in 
your compass, set the compass on the 
floor and bring various items of gear 
close to it to note the effect. 


5. A. The variation should be 
ignored. A compass needle points to 
magnetic north, which is not true north 
owing to the location of the earth's 
magnetic poles. To correct for this, a 
heading adjustment, provided on navi- 
gational charts, must be used. How- 
ever, since a diving compass is used 
only for relative direction, the variation 
is of no consequence. 


6. D. Leaving the compass in the 
sun for long periods of time. Diving 
compasses are liquid filled. When left 
in the sun, the liquid warms and ex- 
pands. The expansion can crack the 
case and allow the liquid to escape. 
The heat can also warp the compass 
and affect its operation. 


7. B. False. Diving compasses have 
degree readings which go both clock- 
wise and counterclockwise. It can be 
difficult to understand why some com- 
passes are one way and others are 
another, but it pertains to their use with 
respect to a chart. There is a good ex- 
planation of this in the January ‘84 
Technifacts for those interested. Again, 
since you only care about relative bear- 
ings, it is not important which way the 
degrees are arranged. 


8. C. Has no effect. Water does not 
have magnetic properties, so it does 
not affect the magnetic lines which 
pass through it. A setting taken at the 
surface will be constant beyond the 
depth limits for recreational diving. 
Some people think a compass needle 
will not be attracted as strongly under- 
water as at the surface, but this is not 
the case. You may be tempted to be- 
lieve that the information provided by a 
compass is in error, but it is better to 
trust it than your instinct. 


9. A, B, C, D. When a compass is 
placed on a compass board and the 
lubber line extended, great accuracy is 
possible. The next best way to use a 
compass is to hold it in both hands 
and to extend it well in front of yourself 
while sighting over it. Reasonable ac- 
curacy can be achieved when the com- 
pass is worn on the wrist and fairly ac- 
curate navigation is possible with a 
console mounted compass. Each 
method moves the compass progres- 
sively closer to the diver. This contrib- 
utes to reduction in accuracy. 


10. A. True. A compass is supposed 
to provide relative direction. You need 
a reference in order to know where 
you are in relation to where you want 
to go. Set a reference heading toward 
the boat or toward shore so you can 
track your relative position during a 
dive. By following a simple course and 
referring to your compass occasionally, 
you will develop the ability to navigate 
SO you Can end a dive where you want. 


Navigation can be quite sophisticated, but diving navigation can be 
quite simple with training and practice. It does help to know a lot about 
navigational procedures, however. The best way to learn is through an 
advanced diver course or through a specialty course such as search 
and recovery. Boating courses that include navigation in the curriculum 
will also be beneficial. Developing seamanship is a good idea for all div- 
ers. | hope this month’s quiz has provided some useful information to 
help keep you on course.

Libya?’’ Yes, Ahmed | do and it is very 
fascinating. In the beginning the identity 
of the city of Apollonia on the Cyrenaican 
coast of Libya was puzzling. Archaeolo- 
gists speculated she was a sunken city 
from artifacts recovered by sponge fish- 
ermen. But after parts of a shipwreck 
were recovered, the supposition was that 
a fleet of ships rested on the bottom of 
this early Greek port. 

In 1959, author and historian N.C. 
Fleming led an expedition to Apollonia 
and proved without question that more 
than half of this bygone Greek port lay 
beneath the sea. A victim of an earth- 
quake, Apollonia was founded in 96 B.C. 
when the Romans used the port to export 
chariots, grain and sylphium—a drug 
used by priestesses of the oracles. 

After plotting the main arteries of the 
city, Fleming and his partner, Australian 
Hugh Edwards, began exploring in the 
northwest corner amid a cluster of rocks 
that broke the surface. Nicknamed the 
Groto Reef, it was a natural outcrop with 
hand-carved walls dropping straight to 
the bottom. Within the walls was a sub- 
merged tunnel 60 feet long, four feet wide 
and six feet from the floor to the ceiling. 
Divers came up with pots, jars, dishes, 
amphorae and utensils by simply fanning 
the sand. 

At the eastern end of the port Fleming 
came upon scattered rubble and blocks 
of marble, all remains of a breakwater 
that enclosed the harbor basin. Inside the 
breakwater was a large Roman piscina, 
a fish tank divided into many compart- 
ments and connected to the open sea by 
narrow channels. Fish were cultivated in 
these tanks and the changing tides were 


_ regulated by stone sluice gates. The prize 


of the expedition was a wedge-shaped 


_ Greek anchor pried from the mud. His- 
torians know from the Odyssey that My- 








cenaeans used heavy stone anchors 
such as these as opposed to Roman an- 
chors made from wood and lead.

2 eel Ektachrome 64 users were 
surprised when theirold standby dis- 
appeared from camera store shelves. 
Some eyed the replacement—Ekta- 
chrome 100—with suspicion. ‘‘What is it 
and what will it do?’’ were the two key 
questions asked. 


GOOD-BYE 64 

Ektachrome 64 had offered several ad- 
vantages: First, it could be underexposed 
slightly to increase color saturation, with- 
out changing color balance, which is 
advantageous when prints are made 
from slides. Second, it didn’t have the 
greenish tint we've seen with Koda- 
chromes. Third, while Kodachrome users 
have complained that Ektachrome 64 
was too blue, it produced rich blue mia- 
water backgrounds while Kodachrome 
backgrounds tended to be muddy purple. 
Fourth, Ektachrome 64 could be home 
processed with either the standard Ko- 
dak process or the shortened Kodak 
Hobby-Pac. Fifth, using Ektachrome 
Slide Duplicating Film, we believe you get 
better duplicate slides when going from 
Ektachrome to Ektachrome. Sixth, Ekta- 
chrome will last longer than Kodachrome 
when the slides are used for projection. 


HELLO 100 

The most obvious difference between 
the Ektachrome 64 and Ektachrome 100 
is the higher ISO/ASA film speed. To ex- 
plain the advantage of this, let’s quickly 
review the relationship between film 
speed and exposure: The ISO (Interna- 
tional Standards Organization) film speed 
is an indication of how much light is re- 
quired to properly expose the film. The 
lower the ISO, the greater the amount of 
light required; the higher the ISO, the less 
light required. Each time film speed is 
doubled, the film requires half as much 
light for an exposure. Thus, you can use 
one stop less aperture for the exposure. 
As examples, assume that with a film rat- 
ed at ISO 25, f11 is required for an expo- 
sure. lf you switched to an ISO 50 film, 
you could make the exposure at f16; and 
if you switched to an ISO 100 film, you 
could expose at f22. 

Thus, because 100 is two-thirds of a 
stop faster than 64, you can stop the ap- 
erture down two-thirds smaller. This pro- 
duces three advantages: In low light, with 
the lens wide open, you can take pictures 
you might not have been able to take be- 
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fore. In dim light, closing the lens by an 
additional two-thirds of a stop moves the 
aperture closer to the middle range of f 
stops that produce sharper images than 
the wider openings. And, because you 
can use a smaller aperture, depth of field 
(the range of acceptable sharpness from 
a point in front of the focused distance to 
a point behind) is increased. 

The additional film speed is especially 
important for close-up photography if you 
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are using a weak strobe. With a 2:1 tube 
(the image on film is twice life size), you 
may need ISO 100 so you can set the 
lens for f22 (an effective aperture of f64 
with a 2:1 tube). With 1:1 tubes, you don't 
need to crowd the strobe in so close to 
your subject. With a Nikonos Close-Up 
Kit or other such supplementary close-up 
lens, you can set the lens for f22 rather 
than f16. And, when taking telephoto 
close-ups with lenses such as a 200 mm, 
the higher numbered aperture increases 
your limited depth of field.

During the past summer, Cathy has 
studied thousands of Ektachrome slides 
while critiquing students in our U/W pho- 
tography courses. Thus, we have seen 
both Ektachrome 64 and Ektachrome 
100 slides, of the same subjects, dozens 
of times. In addition, Jim, Cathy and Ka- 
thie Mullins shot a series of test rolls us- 








ing a Nikonos with a 15 mm lens; 1:1 and 
2:1 extension tubes; a Nikon F2 with a 55 
mm Micro-Nikkor; and a Nikon with a 200 
mm close-focusing lens. 

As far as sharpness goes, we couldn't 
see (using a 5X Kodak Loupe) any differ- 
ence between Ektachrome 100 and Ekta- 
chrome 64. Even with close-up photogra- 
phy where the ability to record fine details 
is crucial, Ektachrome 100 maintained 
sharpness. There is a difference in color 


rendition. Because topside photogra- 
phers didn't like the bluish tint of the old 
Ektachrome 64, Kodak has warmed up 
Ektachrome 100. It is definitely less blue; 
whites tend to be whiter and grays gray- 
er. Thus, in your U/W slides, warm reds 
and yellows will be brighter, but some of 
the rich blue in the midwater back- 
grounds will be lost. 

Ektachrome 100 appears to have 
greater contrast than Ektachrome 64: 
light areas seem to go lighter; dark areas 
seem to go darker. Thus, we believe that 
Ektachrome 100 has less exposure lati- 
tude (the amount you can miss the cor- 
rect exposure and still get an acceptable 
picture). When bracketing exposures, we 
suggest bracketing by half stops. If you 
have an automatic exposure control with 
one-third stop intervals, bracket by thirds. 

Now, the good news for the diehards 
who standardized with Ektachrome 64 


-and don't wish to make the change: This 





film is still available in the professional 
version! The differences between profes- 
sional 64 and consumer 64 are as fol- 
lows: First, the professional version is 
shipped from the factory at the peak of its 
optimum color balance. Only outlets that 
will keep the film refrigerated (to slow 
changes in color balance and film speed) 
can sell it. Second, the effective film 
speed (within one-sixth stop) is stamped 
on the enclosed instruction sheet. 
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OUR CONCLUSIONS 

You can standardize with one film 
speed—|SO 100—for wide-angle, normal 
angle and close-up photography. Gone 
are the days when you had to remove a 
partially-exposed roll from your camera 
because you decided to change lenses. 
Your exposure meter settings, exposure 
tables or guide number calculations don't 
have to be revised each time you change 
your style of photography. You will make 
fewer exposure mistakes once you be- 
come accustomed to this new film. 

You can still underexpose slightly if 
you wish, but you may find that underex- 
posing one-third stop produces better im- 
ages than underexposing half a stop. 
While warmer than Ektachrome 64, Ekta- 
chrome 100 doesn’t produce the green- 
ish tint we sometimes find with Koda- 
chrome, nor does it render blue-water 
backgrounds muddy purple. 

Ektachrome 100 can be home proc-

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their lives feeding on drifting plankton. While feed- 
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a smiling face. The outer surface of the 
shell is almost always overgrown with 
plant and animal life, providing it with ex- 
cellent camouflage. With its shell closed 
the animal blends into the reef, making it 
very difficult for divers to see. While hunt- 
ing for scallops, approach the reef care- 
fully and maintain neutral buoyancy to 
avoid disturbing the area and causing the 
scallops to close. 

The maximum size a rock scallop 
reaches is usually about 10 inches, al- 
though some specimens are slightly larg- 
er. Although there is no size limit on rock 
scallops it is best to take only the larger 
ones: The edible portion of the animal is 
only about one-fifth the size of the shell. 
California Fish and Game regulations re- 
quire you to have a current fishing license 
and the daily bag limit is ten. You will 
need a sturdy dive knife or abalone iron 
to pry the scallop from its position. Some 
divers even use a Crowbar for the really 
big and hard to get shells. You will also 
need a bag to hold your game. 

Instead of taking the shells, some div- 
ers open them underwater and remove 
the muscle. lf you do this you need a 
plastic bag in which to store the meat. 
This method disturbs the environment the 
least. it will also attract fish that will eat 
the discarded scallop parts. 

Depending upon just how much of the 
shell is cemented to the reef, prying a 
rock scallop from its niche can be an ar- 
duous task. It is imperative to wear 
gloves to avoid injury to your hands. Pry- 
ing tools have been known to slip. 

With several scallops in your game bag 
you will be carrying several extra pounds 
in excess baggage. It may be necessary 
to bring along a liftbag to bring your haul 
to the surface, especially if your scallops

are large and heavily encrusted. 

Some divers get so carried away they 
neglect to inspect their catch carefully. 
On one of our trips to Begg Rock one div- 
er returned to the boat proudly displaying 
a 15 pound “‘rock scallop.’’ After several 
attempts to open and clean it, he realized 
the “scallop” was a rock. The scene was 
quite entertaining for those on board. 

Cleaning and preparing rock scallops 
is not at all hard, but does take aa little 
care. Use an old cutting board because 
the shell will chew up the wood. Gloves 
should be worn to save your hands from 
the sharp edges of the shells and the ma- 
rine life on them. A sturdy kitchen or 
small dive knife can be used to open the 
shell. These are hinged in such a way 
that they will only open about one-half 
inch until the ligament at the hinge is cut. 
Inserting the knife between the two shells 
and swinging the blade toward the hinge 
will cut the ligament and the shells can 
then be opened. Carefully slice close to 
the flattest part of the two shells if you 
want the meat in one piece. The ‘‘but-

tons’’ can be easily removed and 
trimmed or can be trimmed and left in the 
shell for cooking. Save the roe as it 
makes a great hors d'oeuvre when mari- 
nated and served on crackers. 

A favorite way to enjoy scallops is raw 
with fresh lemon juice, but there are 
many great recipes. Our favorite is shish 
kabob style. First marinate the scallops 
for an hour or more in soy sauce. Then 
place them on a skewer along with bell 
peppers, onions and tomatoes. Place the 
skewers on a charcoal barbecue and 
lightly brown both sides. You can also 
lightly bread and saute scallops in olive 
oil just until brown. Serve with a cocktail 
sauce. With a glass of chilled white wine, 
these dishes are a fine way to cap off a 
day of good diving. 

Rock scallops are a surefire way to 
tantalize the palate of any confirmed sea- 
food connoisseur. The season is open 
year-round. One of the best incentives to 
put on your gear and jump in just might 
be thes reward of a tasty scallop dish 
when you're finished. Good luck! >

90’ Luxury Dive Boat Becomes The Scuba Star 
Of The Caymans 





EY once in a while a new product 
suddenly alters our industry in a fun- 
damental way. The introduction of the 
new Cayman Aggressor is just such an 
event! Gleaming white with green racing 
stripes, this 90 foot, all-aluminum super- 
cruiser is revolutionizing diving from its 
new home in the Cayman Islands. With 
her 15 knot speed, Cayman Aggressor 
can reach any dive site on the North or 
South Walls of Grand Cayman in one-half 
hour. In a mere four hours she can take 
up residence on Little Cayman's famed 
Bloody Bay Wall. Best of all, because she 
is a live-aboard dive cruiser her passeng- 
ers can enjoy truly unlimited diving wher- 
ever she drops anchor. 

Captain Wayne Hasson and first mate 
Ann Davis are ecstatic with their new 
charge. ‘‘We have it all—speed, power, 
even labor-saving devices such as an on- 
board laundry. This is a full facility floating 
dive resort,’ they told me. Wayne and 
Ann managed Casa Bertmar (now South 
Cove) for three years; hands-on experi- 
ence which has uniquely qualified them 
to master the complexities of a ship of 
this size. 

Cayman Aggressor is the awesome 
successor to the Cayman Diver, but the 
differences between them are like those 
between a space shuttle and the Wright 
brothers’ plane at Kitty Hawk. The new 
vessel ushers in a new age of live-aboard 
diving in the Caribbean. 

From a distance, the first outstanding 
feature we see of the Aggressor is a 40 
foot elevated sundeck carpeted in artifi- 
cial turf with chaise lounges and deck 
chairs. This high sanctuary is the most 
popular gathering place on the vessel, for 
both the bar and barbecue grill are in- 
stalled here. According to Capt. Hasson, 
“It's so comfortable up here after dinner 
that people even fall asleep in the lounge 
chairs under the stars. | may have to stop 
piping the music up here.”’ 
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When you want to dive, you descend to 
the well organized dive deck; here you 
have an individual storage bin/seat, with 
your tank mounted right behind you. Cay- 
man Aggressor’s 15 cfm compressors 
and cascade system allow you to dive as 
much as you wish; her easy stairs and 
wide dive platform allow several divers to 
enter or leave the water simultaneously. 

For meals the saloon is spacious, with 
two large dining tables, a pull-out light ta- 
ble for photographers, slide projector 
and full video system. The spacious gal- 
ley has three separate refrigerators and 
serves meals to satisfy every appetite 
from picky to gluttonous. 

Ann Davis not only presides over meal 
preparation, but also operates a full pho- 
to store and darkroom. ‘With our 500 
gallon per day water-maker, it’s easy,’ 
she says. ‘‘| can process our divers’ Ek- 
tachrome film in my darkroom. It's fully 
equipped. We also have gear for rent or 
purchase, film, even books for sale—like 
any well-run resort, except we are an- 
chored on great diving 24 hours a day.” 

After the day is done, divers retire to 
seven air-conditioned cabins below 
decks. Four of the seven have double 
beds for couples and all have a mirror 
and table, plus accommodation for hang- 
ing street clothes. Groups can be as 
small as 12 or as large as 20. With four- 
teen people the seven cabins become 
private doubles. 

In a brief article, it's easy to leave out 
details such as the fresh water shower on 
the dive platform, separate dip tanks for 
cameras and other gear, carpeted cam- 
era tables, boarding stairways that reach 
five feet down into the water, cushions, 
curtains, massive safety rails around all 
decks, brand new dive gear and tanks. 

I'm running on, but you get the idea: 
Awesome! When the engines roar to life 
you want to rush to a seat and strap your- 
self in, for she throbs with thundering

power that means no wasted time be- 
tween dive sites: Awesome. Wayne Has- 
son flashes a wicked grin, “Want to see 
her fly? We'll set a new record from 
Georgetown Harbor to North Sound and 
set up a tidal wave on Seven Mile 
Beach.’ He grins again, hand poised 
above the throttles. ‘Wait till some of the 
dive store groups see this.’’ He moves 
his hand and the ship surges forward like 
a sports car. 

Diving from the Cayman Aggressor is 
a dream. Her dive platform is bigger than 
a Boston Whaler, with sturdy railings and 
ladders to accommodate even 400 
pound divers. Everything aboard this ves- 
sel is far stronger than any other dive 
boat I’ve ever seen. Her heritage is the 
roughneck world of the Gulf Coast oilrigs, 
where 20 foot waves are common and 
the boats work 365 days per year. 

Cayman Aggressor is operated by 
Cayman Aggressor, Ltd., G. Burns Rutty, 
president. Rutty is a leading businessman 
on Grand Cayman, with the foresight to 
see the value of a first-class dive vessel 
for the island. The ship herself was de- 
signed and built by Coastal Marine, Inc., 
an affiliated company of Co-Mar Off- 
shore, Morgan City, LA.

International resorts. Greg Mackay cred- 
its the long term success of Pro Dive to 
his staff's ability to provide professional 
and personal service. Files of unsolicited 
testimonial letters document the achieve- 
ment of these goals over the years. The 
popularity of Pro Dive’s operations with 
divers shows well at the Bahia Mar 
Yachting Center in Ft. Lauderdale. 

To help maintain the same standards 
that carried Pro Dive through the first 
eight years at Bahia Mar, the charter op- 
eration has bought its third custom built 
dive boat, the Pro Diver. As with the oper- 
ation’s other charter boats serving the 
Pompano Beach area, the Experience 
and the Sharkbiter, the newest boat was 
laid out specifically with the scuba diver 
in mind. Walking aboard the Pro Diver, 
the visitor’s first impression is of unclut- 
tered spaciousness. This roominess 
stems not only from the custom design, 
but as Mackay pointed out, ‘The boat is 
certified for 40 passengers, but we have 
Set it up for 24 divers.’ By only placing 
12 divers on a side, there’s plenty of 
room for two tanks a piece as well as 





equipment bags. Camera gear can be 
safely stored in a lined box; Captain Cole 
makes sure that extra foam strips are 
available to help pad delicate equipment. 
Above the camera box, the work table 
with a raised lip provides a handy tempo- 
rary resting place for odds and ends. Un- 
der the cabin’s forward windshield, a 
shelf permits storage of soft dry goods. 

Sun, salt and dry air generate a power- 
ful thirst. For the passengers’ conven- 
ience the bar tap supplies six different 
flavors of cold soda at no extra charge. 
If guests wish to rinse off photographic 
equipment or just wash the salt out of 
their hair, the freshwater shower is al- 
ways available. Attention to divers’ needs 
shows in such details as freshwater rinse 
buckets at both transom walkthroughs. 
And, hanging from the wide dive platform 
are comfortable rope handholds for those 
awaiting their turns to climb back aboard. 

The 42 foot Commercial Boatworks 
hull rides choppy seas easily. At an aver- 
age 17 knots the diesel powered Pro Div- 
er cruises comfortably. Equipped with 
everything from Loran-C to an underwa- 
ter recall system, the bridge has all the 
necessary electronics for island excur- 
sions. If requested, while exploring the 
reefs and wrecks, Captain Cole will glad- 
ly play a diver’s favorite music through 
underwater speakers. The easygoing and 
friendly personalities of Pro Dive’s cap- 
tains make a big difference on any trip. 
Both Captain Cole and Captain Wester- 
velt enjoy meeting all the passengers. 
Since they've been diving the area non- 
stop for over ten years, they’ve gained an 
intimate knowledge of the ocean. It is no 
surprise that they guarantee over 60 dif- 
ferent reefs and wrecks. 

Non-divers come to Bahia Mar too. 
Many people enjoy their first snorkeling 
or scuba experience with one of Pro 
Dive’s instructors.

During the season, this price rises slightly 
to $55. The fee includes a double occu- 
pancy room and a two tank half day div- 
ing charter. Rental gear is available at 
minimal rates. When you call on Pro 
Dive’s WATS line, the diver will most like- 
ly speak with store manager, Dana 
Becker. When synchronizing large diving 
groups, Dana has been known to work 
minor miracles. In fact, having given 
Becker a rooming list and rental equip- 
ment requirements over the phone, group 
leaders do not need to show up until 
check in time at the store on the first div- 
ing day. If guests of the hotel bring their 
personal gear to the shop, the Pro Dive 
Staff will transport the equipment, as well 
as any rental supplies, to the boat slip.

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problem is trying to decide which dive 
site to visit. Always open to suggestions 
and requests, Cole selects the locations 
after reviewing the experience level of the 
divers. One of the captain’s favorite spots 
is Susan’s Reef. South of Dania’s pier, 
this ledge system runs from north to 
south. Open water qualified divers enjoy 
drifting along it. Seasoned scuba divers 
who have not yet tried drift diving may 
travel with a divemaster. By touring in 
small groups of two to six people, visitors 
have the greatest freedom of movement. 
While the guests explore the bottom, the 
Pro Diver maintains a patient watch on 
the surface. 

Crossing Susan's Reef in a boat, the 
bottom profiler will display thick fish life 
for at least ten feet above the actual reef 
top; in some places large schools reach 
the surface. With the reef top at 45 feet 
and the white sand bottom at 55, divers 
enjoy lengthy bottom times. In a south 
current, the diver starts on the east-west 
ridge marking the northern edge of Su- 
san’'s Reef. As the drift teams descend, 
vast congregations of grunts and 
snappers slowly part. Loggerhead turtles 
often sleep here. Waiting for the return of 
nighttime in the dark undercuts, Cardinal- 
fish and copper sweepers mill about aim- 
lessly. Further back under the ledges, 
lobsters hide. Dotted with basket 
sponges, seafans and small coral stands, 
the reef face varies subtly during the dive. 
The Hollywood Bowl forms the southern 
end of this reef. This circular depression 
hosts a great variety of marine life. 

For the second dive many people re- 
quest Nurse Shark Reef. As with the pre- 
vious dive site, this ledge system runs in 
a north to south direction. The top crests 
only 15 feet below the surface; the sand 
lies at 25. Small horseshoe cuts dissect 
the ledge. Just east of the drop-off, wide, 
isolated coral heads parallel the edge. In 
the deep recesses, that can extend as 
much as 20 feet, nurse sharks retire. If 
the explorer is careful and gentle he/she 
may pet these slumbering fish. Too much 
activity will awaken these shy creatures. 
Caught up in a mild panic, they blunder 
past the divers into the bright daylight. 
Nurse Shark Reef has long been a favor- 
ite site with local lobster hunters. 

No stay at Bahia Mar is complete with- 
out a night dive. By participating in the 
morning charter the guest can have three 
dives in one day. Such a profile creates 
a safe surface interval and ample time for 
relaxing in the sun. Night divers rendez- 
vous at the store to sign in and pick up 
rental cameras and lights. If needed, 
divemasters can escort less experienced 
divers on 30 foot anchor dives.

lecting delicate spiny oysters, its 80 foot 
depths make it one of Pensacola’s most 
enjoyable sites. Other wrecks include 
one known only as the Brass Wreck. A 
late 1800s schooner, its beams, ballast, 
ribs and other gear remain scattered in 
85 to 100 foot depths. 

There are several artificial reef sites: a 
liberty ship, ten miles out of the pass with 
20 feet of relief in 80 foot depths; rubble 
from an intercoastal waterway bridge; an 
old oil drilling tower; three coal barges; 
and a 130 foot long transport airplane. All 
have populations of barracuda, amber- 
jack, snapper, grouper, schooling baitfish 
and colorful tropicals. 

Out of the East Pass, between Fort 


Walton Beach and Destin, the natural 


reefs come closer to shore. Some are 
mere patches of limestone on a sandy 
bottom. Others resemble stairstepped 
underwater amphitheaters. Dozens of 
reef locations are marked on the maps of 
local charter dive boats. Dozens more 
have never been found. 

Many of the most exciting are in the 80 
to 100 foot range, making careful moni- 
toring of depth and bottom time mandato- 
ry. Others are shallower and more suit- 
able for ocean divers just beginning to 
develop their skills. Out in 105 feet is per- 
haps the most exciting single reef in the 
area. Staggered like giant theater seats, 
rising in upward tiers to 15 feet above the 
sand is Timberholes. 

Just below the surface, an invading ar- 
my of barracuda rise quickly to inspect 
each intruder, parting like sentries, allow- 
ing you to pass. Herds of silvery spade- 
fish play follow the leader, barreling into

North of Panama City Beach, well away 
from the Gulf of Mexico, a totally different 
type of diving is popular: freshwater 
springs. At least a dozen sites are open 
to divers including the Chipola River, a 
popular spot for artifact hunters. Two of 
these flows, both near Ponce de Leon off 
Interstate 10, have exceptionally clear 
water and actively promote diving.

Morrison, near the Choctawatchee 
River, is Surrounded by large, lazy-look- 
ing cypress trees which lead the half mile 
run down to the river. With deep-south 
Spanish moss hanging from their branch- 
es, they encircle the spring which con- 
tains two cavern openings. Sloping to a 


| vertical limestone drop, the first is found 


at 30 feet and the other near 50. The 
large spring constantly jets a purified 
supply of fresh water from deep within 
the ground. Either cavern is safe to enter 


| | and neither can be penetrated beyond 
the natural light. With camping and basic 


dive facilities, this is considered by local 
divers to be one of the best spring sites 
in Florida. 

Vortex is a completely self-contained 
freshwater dive resort. With camping, 
dormitory accommodations and dive 
center, the spring is 200 feet wide at the 
surface. lt reaches a depth of about 50 
feet before becoming a cavern that can 
be explored back to the end of the natural 
light zone. Beyond, it becomes a long 
cave system. Equipped for student 
check-outs, the spring has a staging plat- 
form placed in shallow water on which 
novices can complete basic exercises 
before entering deeper water. 

Diving from Panama City Beach 
through Port St. Joe can be described in 
one primary word—wrecks. Although 
there is no shortage of natural reefs equal 
in color and population to those near 
Destin, this coastal area has an enor- 
mous population of derelict vessels on its 
seafloor. A local guide book to Panama 
City diving describes some 20 wrecked 


_ ships, tugs, planes and barges. 


Some, like the 105 foot long tug, Grey 
Ghost, were purposely sunk as artificial 





reefs. In just over 100 feet of Gulf water, _ 


the Ghost sits upright, leaning slightly to 
starboard on her keel. 











Schools of snapper roam from her 
stern to her bow while working their way 
through her open bridge. Amberjack slip 
in and out of view as they circle the 
schools of baitfish. Inside her hulk, spiny 
oysters and other shells adhere to the 
rusting metal. 


Closer to shore, only 70 feet down, the | 


Chickasaw is a more recent addition to 
these man-created reefs. With open 
framework above deck, she has become 
host to an occasional jewfish and thou- 
sands of small, metallic baitfish. 

On the seafloor for more than 40 years, 
the wreck that yields the most, both in 
collectible treasure, fish life and local 
lore, is the one considered by many to be 
the ultimate wreck dive in the state of 
Florida: the Empire Mica. 

The British tanker was on the return leg 
of her maiden voyage when the Germans 
found her. | 

On June 29, 1942, 21 miles off Appala- 
chicola, near the shoals of Cape San 
Blas, her explosive cargo brought an ee- 


rie light to the night ocean sky. Miles up | 


the coast, the explosion and fire could be 
heard and seen. Thirty three men died. 

With two torpedoes ripping away the 
bulkheads on her port side like aluminum 
foil hit with an explosive sledge hammer, 
she drifted for a day, finally sinking in just 
over 100 feet. 

sixty feet above the sand, her bow is 
mobbed with ‘cuda. Hundred pound am- 
berjack constantly chase each other 
across her bulkheads. On her deck, 70 
feet below the surface, a 25 foot spare 
prop lies flat. Ladders lead down through 
open hatches, portholes remain at- 
tached. Thousands upon thousands of 


tropicals, almost every conceivable Car- 


ibbean variety, as well as a constant pa- 
rade of game fish, flow through the high 
profile, rotting plates of steel. 

Other natural wrecks, like the Tarpon, 
Simpson and Leroy also yield diving 
treasures. Brass valves, vintage beer bot- 
tles, lanterns, cups and intact brass port- 
holes are brought up by those alert 
enough to spot them and dedicated 
enough to work for them. 

As we returned from diving several of 
these wrecks, a school of gulls met us at 
the inlet. They swirled and screeched 
overhead. Performing the ritual they have 
learned by following party boats back to 
port, they dipped to within inches of our 
fingertips. Crying for the bread crumbs 
we threw, they snatched them in mid-air 
while escorting us toward the crimson 
glow of a setting sun. 

Off the bow, a full sized replica of a 
Spanish galleon marked our slip. | won- 
dered: With all the silvery fish and natural 


marine treasure that cover the reefs and | 


wrecks scattered along this Emerald 


Coast, could there be one of those on the © 


bottom with its coins of gold and bars of 
silver covered over by the sponges? if 
So, divers will find it and you might as well 
be there when it happens. ~m»

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LOBSTER FISHING LAWS 


Scuba divers, sport and commercial 
fishermen on the U.S. East Coast have a 
new agency to answer to when they go 
out looking for lobster—the federal gov- 
ernment. Under a new federal East Coast 
Management Program, all lobstering 
done from three to 200 miles offshore will 
be licensed and regulated by the National 
Marine Fisheries Service (NMFS) of the 
federal Department of Commerce. In the 
past, lobstering has been regulated by 
the individual states. Conflicting regula- 
tions and the lack of an overall lobster 
management program have led to confu- 
sion. In the past five years the lobster 
population has declined steadily. Worried 
marine scientists and regional fisheries 
Officials have been lobbying for a federal 
lobster management program for more 
than a decade. Last year, the first of the 
new regulations took effect. The second 
and third phases of federal regulations 
will take effect January 1, 1985 and Janu- 
ary 1, 1986. 

The new law requires anyone taking 
lobsters to possess either a valid federal 
lobstering license or a license from a 
state with an approved lobster license 
program. Currently, only Connecticut, 





Maine, New Hampshire and New York 
have federally approved licensing pro- 
grams. The Massachusetts lobster licens- 
ing program is being reviewed by the 
NMFS for approval.

Civil War Wreck Story 
With A Twist

ention Florida to a diver and the first 

thing that pops into his mind is clear 
water, Spanish galleons and treasure. 
Few people realize the state's mirror 
smooth blackwater rivers, flowing past 
forests of moss draped live oaks, were 
the stage for numerous skirmishes during 
the Civil War. 

As a Civil War buff and diver, I've spent 
many lunch hours researching state his- 
tory at the Jacksonville, Florida Public Li- 
brary. One day, while reading the exploits 
of Captain J.J. Dickison, North Florida's 
Confederate Swamp Fox, | found a narra- 
tive outlining the ambush of the USS Col/- 
umbine on the St. Johns River. 

Acting on intelligence information ob- 
tained from pickets stationed along the 
St. Johns, Captain Dickison and a com- 
pany of cavalrymen set an ambush for 
the Columbine at Horse Landing. The 
vessel, a U.S. Navy gunboat, had been 
patrolling deep into Central Florida and 
was returning to Jacksonville. On board 
was a detachment of Federal troops. 
Dickison placed two 12 pounder Napo- 
leon field pieces in dense woods along 
the river's east bank. His men secured 


their horses and waited. Soon the Colum- 
bine appeared in the adjacent bend 
belching smoke, her sidewheels churning 
the water. 

At a distance of 90 yards, Dickison or- 
dered the Napoleons into action. Two 12 
pound shots ripped through the machin- 
ery, disabling the vessel and causing 
pandemonium on board. The Columbine 
drifted onto a sandbar 200 yards from the 
bank. Naval officers directed a spirited 
resistance using the vessel’s two 20 
pound parrett rifles but their position was 
hopeless. The Confederates peppered 
the ship with grapeshot and the riflemen 
soon found their range. Union gun crews 
were mowed down by minnie balls and 
“iron hail.” The decks were slick with 
blood. After 45 minutes, the Columbine 
struck her flag. Twenty crewmen lay dead 
and dozens more were wounded. One of 
Dickison’s men suffered a concussion 











from an exploding shell. Using rowboats 
from the landing, the Confederates 
boarded the vessel, evacuated prisoners 
and seized arms and ammunition. They 
also removed the parrett rifles before 
burning the ship. Dickison and his men 
marched into history. It was the first and 
only time a Cavalry unit destroyed a ship. 

| took a navigational map of the St. 
Johns and located Horse Landing three 
miles north of present day Welaka, Flori- 
da. A shallow sandbar was clearly shown 
near the center of the river. Still, the ves- 
sel’s location was a needle in a haystack. 
The Columbine was 100 feet long, with a 
20 foot beam and drew six feet of water. 
The bar was hundreds of yards long and 
would require a lengthy search. How- 





ever, my old dive club in Orlando owned 
a magnetometer. 

A few days later | contacted friends in 
Tampa, Gainesville and Orlando who 
agreed to participate in the search. The 
Orlando divers brought the mag. On a 
sunny October day in 1971, nine of us, in 
three boats, launched at Welaka to begin 
an odyssey into history. At Horse Landing 
we fine tuned the mag and began to drag 
the probe over the east side of the bar— 
where, logically, the Columbine should 
have grounded. 

Time passed slowly, and for awhile | 
thought we had struck out. Then the in- 
strument’s monotonous ticking became a 
brief whine. The needle bounced rythmi- 
cally. | dropped a buoy and we made a 
series of sweeps in the immediate area. 
The probe skimmed the bar. Topside the 
instrument recorded a series of small 
magnetic signatures. We anchored. 

Moments later | eased over the side in- 
to the tea colored water. A second later 
| was on the sandbar in seven feet of wa- 
ter. Vestiges of the bright Florida sun 
reached the bottom creating a perpetual 
twilight. | turned on my light to enhance 
my vision. 

The hard packed sand was littered with 
half buried objects covered with a thin 
layer of encrustation—bits and pieces of 
machinery, cranks and handles, large 
square iron nails and planks. | picked up 
a walnut sized object. The encrustation 
crumbled away. There in my hand was an 
iron grapeshot—all the proof | needed to 
Surface in triumph and declare success. 

Our first objective was a cursory explo- 
ration of the site. Everyone put on a tank 
and fanned out over the area. An hour 
later we pieced together a profile of the

area. The burned hulk of the Columbine 
was gone, probably removed by the 
Corps of Engineers during the 1880s. An 
area 35 feet by 100 feet was carpeted 
with remnants of the vessel and the asso- 
ciated historical drama. It was evident the 
sandbar had not shifted during the centu- 
ry and was hard packed, especially at the 
top where the water depth never ex- 
ceeded four feet. 

On the bows of our three boats lay dis- 
plays of cultural material which substanti- 
ated the accounts of the skirmish. The 
Confederate minnie balls were flattened 
and deformed from impacting wood or 
metal. Large quantities of grapeshot were 
found scattered over the site. Planking 
pulled from the sand was charred from 
the fire and numerous pieces of melted 
brass and copper were found. 

The day passed quickly. We accom- 
plished our objective and realized this vir- 
gin site would take many, many dives to 
explore. It was my hope to work the 
sandbar methodically and keep some 
record of the objects recovered. We all 
agreed to work the site together and 
meet at Welaka the next Saturday. 

An interesting sidelight of this monu- 
mental day were the dives conducted at 
Horse Landing. While my partner and | 
spent hours maging for the Columbine, 
our seven companions explored the hard 
sandy bottom at this old steamboat dock 
and retrieved beautiful antique bottles. 

Saturday's subsequent dive was elec- 
trifying. Members of our group brought.a 
small dredge, probes and a great deal of 
enthusiasm. Spirits were high as we an- 
chored, then sent someone down to pin- 
point the site. The St. Johns is 350 yards 
wide at this point and even good com- 
pass bearings from both shorelines were 
no guarantee of a precise location. 

We spent five hours digging, probing 
and jetting shallow trenches across this 
historic patch of sand. The St. Johns is 
slightly brackish and iron objects chemi- 
cally bond themselves to the sand, which 
inhibits their tendency to sink. The first 12 
inches of the bar were packed with cul- 
tural material. Dozens of brass uniform 
buttons and other Union Naval and Army 
accouterments were located. Personal 
effects included spectacles, scissors, 
pocket knives and leather boots. 

While exploring the site, | spotted two 
small knobs protruding from the sand. Af- 
ter carefully fanning away the sand, | 
found the knobs were the ends of two 
large nails which were attached to an ele- 
vation and control mechanism once part 
of a gun mount. This magnificent gunnery 
artifact, constructed of thick brass and 
oak, measured 12 by 40 inches. 

Another diver retrieved a heavy iron 
bar with a massive brass padlock at- 
tached at one end. Portions of brass lan-

=e wish for a BC jacket that slips on 
and off your tank easily, is non bulky 
for easy packing, yet provides plenty of 
buoyancy and is comfortable both under- 
water and on the surface? If so, check 
out the new Seatec Stingray. 

The first thing | noticed was the com- 
pactness of this new, wraparound BC. 
And yet, it seems to have all the features 
of larger versions. There’s a dump valve 
on the right shoulder; hose guides to 
keep both an octopus and pressure 
gauge/console within easy reach; two 
Velcro® closing pockets, one with a D- 
ring for keys; a power/oral inflator; and 
two D-rings to hold such things as a light, 
lobster gauge, etc. 

What’s really special about the Sting- 
ray, however, is its soft backpack. An in- 
tegrated part of the unit, this lies flat 
against the back of the BC when not in 
use. Thus, it is easy to pack and takes up 
little space. It's extremely simple to as- 
semble. Two heavy duty, Velcro closing 
bands fold around the end of two stain- 
less steel buckles. You adjust these 
bands to fit your tank once; they do not 
need to be readjusted unless you switch 
to a different size tank. Open the buckles 
and slide the pack onto the tank. Then 
close the buckles. These latter are the 
easiest closing backpack buckles | have 
ever used. Material goes three-quarters 
of the way around the tank and helps pre- 
vent slippage. A sturdy nylon webbing 
strap serves as a handle and you can test 
the snugness of the backpack by lifting 
up on this to check for slippage. 

The Stingray’s flotation is on both sides 
of the chest and under the arms, as well 
as on either side of the tank. For freedom 
of movement, the underarm sections are 
connected only by the three inch wide, 
Velcro closing waistband. 

| found putting the backpack on the 
tank a breeze. Diving with the Stingray 
was equally easy. If there was any drag 
it was unnoticeable. On the surface | 
used the power inflator to fill the unit. It 
kept me upright with my head and 


shoulders out of the water. Surface swim- 
ming with the unit inflated was also easy. 

Care of the unit is simple. Rinse inside 
and out with fresh water after the diving 
day is over and dry out of direct sunlight. 
The tank bands shrink as they dry so re- 
lease the buckles and/or remove the unit 
from the tank between dives. Check the 
CO, cartridge occasionally, removing it 
and lubricating the threads with silicone 
grease or petroleum jelly.

tors from U.S. Divers. The original design 
of the Conshelf series dates back to the 
late 1950s, but the name, Conshelf, was 
not coined until the mid 1960s. Over the 
last two decades many improvements 
have been made in the series, with new 
versions assigned increasingly higher 
model numbers. In a departure from this 
numbering trend, the new SE follows the 
Conshelf 30 (SDM, July 1984). Although 
the naming pattern has been broken with 
the Conshelf SE designation, the tradition 
of Conshelf reliability and performance 
should be well served in this new model. 

The first stage of the SE is quite similar 
to that of the Conshelf XIV and 20. It is 
based on a conventional, balanced dia- 
phragm design which has some nice 
benefits. It is relatively compact in size. 
The diaphragm’s main function is to ad- 
just the intermediate pressure air to 
changes in depth. It also seals out the ter- 
rible Ss (salt, sand and silt), preventing 
these from reaching the critical moving 


parts: gulator. This means there 


is less wear and friction. And, since the 


SE is balanced, it provides more constant 
intermediate air pressure to the second 
stage as scuba tank pressure decreases 
so the second stage can be fine tuned for 
better performance. 

Weighing a hefty pound and a half, the 
SE first stage consists of a body ma- 
chined from solid brass and a swivel 
yoke, rated at 3,000 psi, of forged brass. 
Both are chrome plated and polished to 
a mirror finish. Other materials used in- 
clude: a composite nylon reinforced dia- 
phragm; a chrome plated brass yoke 
screw with a large, plastic, easily gripped 
knob; and a solid plastic, O-ring sealed 
dust cap. One high pressure port, 
marked HP and three low pressure ports 
are evenly spaced around the girth of the 
stage body. This placement allows for im- 
proved positioning of the pressure 
gauge, second stage, octopus and BC in- 
flator hoses. 

Changes made in the new SE first 
stage involved increasing the volume of 
the intermediate pressure chamber, 
opening up the internal air passages and 


enlarging the low pressure ports to. ac 
cept the newer 1/2 inch hose fittings 
These latter first appeared on the U.S 
Divers Royal Aqua-Lung® about twa 
years ago. In keeping with these large 
fittings, the 26 inch long low pressure 
hose has a greater internal diameter, giv 
ing it about twice the internal volume o 
typical low pressure hoses. The effect | 
all these expanded dimensions is to in 
crease the air flow at a constant interme 
diate pressure of 135 psi. Additionally 
the larger volumes of intermediate pres 
Sure air in the first stage and hose pro 
vide a greater reservoir of air immediately 
available to the second stage and hence 
the diver—resulting in a lower initial inhaj 
lation effort. 

Although environmental protection i: 
not offered in the standard Conshelf SE 
this can be obtained by installing the en| 
vironmental protection kit, (about $50) o} 
by buying the Conshelf SES regulato 
(Special Edition, Supreme). | 

In designing the second stage the engi 
neers at U.S. Divers decided on a tested 
and proven, conventional, venturi-assist) 
ed, downstream valve design. Norel®, < 











hybrid ABS plastic, was chosen for the 
second stage case and Rovel®, another 
ABS plastic, was selected for the front 
cover. These plastics, the engineers be- 
lieve, provide the optimum combination 
in desirable properties: dimensional sta- 
bility, resistance to ultraviolet rays (UV), 
strength and durability. Also, by using 
plastic as a housing material the interior 
of the second stage could be, and in- 
deed, was molded for an efficient aerody- 
namic flow. Complementing the sculp- 
tured interior of the stage is a curving 
venturi baffle that directs the air flow from 
the large port in the demand valve toward 
the mouthpiece tube for reduced inhala- 
tion effort. To help control the venturi ef- 
fect, two smaller, precisely positioned 
ports in the end of the demand valve 
guide some air into the stage cavity and 
against the backside of the diaphragm. 
The downstream demand valve functions 
in the usual way, being actuated by a 
Stainless steel, nylon tipped (for reduced 
friction) demand lever. This nylon tip con- 
tacts a stainless steel disk attached to the 
back surface of the silicone rubber dia- 
phragm. Critical parts of the demand 
valve are chrome plated brass, while the 
low pressure seat is silicone rubber. The 
mouthpiece and one inch diameter ex- 
haust valve are also silicone. The exhaust 
tee is made of PVC compound, selected 
for its resistance to UV and for its long- 
term ability to stay soft and flexible. It 
snuggles comfortably against the chin 
when in use, has a swept-back shape to 
channel exhaust bubbles to either side of 
the field of view and incorporates a coni- 


cally shaped air dam inside to deflect ex- 
haust bubbles out more efficiently in an 
effort to reduce. exhalation resistance. 

A capped port in the side of the SE 
second stage allows adjustment of the 
demand valve without having to disas- 
semble the stage housing or remove the 
supply hose—however easy, this adjust- 
ment should only be performed by a 
trained technician. The screw-in front 
cover, offered in your choice of black, 
blue or yellow, holds captive the plastic, 
spring-loaded purge button. The length of 
travel of the purge button is limited; it can 
only be depressed so far. A small screw, 
however, mounted to the rear of the 
purge, can be adjusted to vary the dis- 
placement of the diaphragm and, there- 
fore, the amount of air flow when purging. 
This feature performed well during the 
evaluation dive, but this will be described 
later. All of these features are packed into 
an attractive, rugged and light weight 
second stage that tips the scales at a 
mere eight ounces. 

Plastics really have come of age. The 
Norel case offers some degree of thermal 
protection in cold water diving and its re- 
sistance to corrosion, as well as the cor- 
rosion resistance of the other regulator 
materials, should minimize routine main- 
tenance. Rinsing in fresh water after 
dives is, as always, recommended. And, 
to keep the Conshelf SE performing in 
top condition, annual professional serv- 
ice is advised. Because of the conven- 
tional design and type of materials used, 
the cost of servicing should be quite rea- 
sonable. However, if a full overhaul is 
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needed, replacement parts might run in 
the range from $15 to $25, with labor 
charges totaling about the same. 

My evaluation of the Conshelf SE was 
done during a couple of dives made from 
a private boat off Long Point, Santa Cat- 
alina Island. The conditions were near 
perfect: a bright, warm sun; slight breeze: 
a fairly smooth water surface; very little 
current; and clear, warm water. The first 
dive included a short excursion to about 
100 feet. Here, using the Conshelf SE, | 
varied the inspirations and expirations 
from slight to exaggerated and compared 
the results with those of my standard reg- 
ulator, connected to the same tank. The 
SE fared well. Even with gross inhala- 
tions, | could not out-breathe this Con- 
shelf. More comparisons were made at 


other depths during a gradual ascent and 


later—all with about the same consistent 
results. In the various orientations tried, | 
observed no idiosyncrasies or strange 
behavior. Sometimes, when doing my im- 
itation of a wrestlers’ bridge, with eyes 
looking along the bottom and my head 
rolling from side to side, an upside-down 
regulator will leak: but not the SE. It re- 
mained dry throughout all of the positions 
tested. Exhalation resistances seemed 
very low under all conditions, orientations 
and levels of expiration. 

Freeflow characteristics confused me 
at first. A conventional second stage with 
such good performance should have 
freeflowed more than the SE did. Gener- 
ally, in one of the worst case situations 
(mouthpiece vertical and purge de- 
pressed) a second stage will freeflow ex- 
cessively—but not the SE. It spit air for 
only a second or two. Not until later did 
it occur to me that this was probably ow- 
ing to the limited travel of the purge but- 
ton, which restricts the air flow and the re- 
sulting venturi effect and the internal ven- 
turi baffle, which directs air out through 
one side of the mouthpiece tube and al- 
lows water to enter the stage via the other 
side. Whatever the reasons, with all of my 
attempts, freeflowing would only sustain 
itself under one condition: when with- 
drawing the stage during a hard inhala- 
tion and immediately turning the mouth- 
piece upward. The venturi effect of the 
large flow could be seen here, but by 
turning the stage over, the freeflowing 
would soon stop. Great! 

Considering the design, materials, 
craftmanship, performance, retail price of 
$220 and lifetime limited warranty, the 
U.S. Divers Conshelf SE appears to be 
one fine regulator and is well qualified to 
carry on the Conshelf tradition of per- 
formance and reliability. >

We have had inquiries about using BCs 
for breathing in out of air emergencies. 
Pierce addresses this issue. 


BUOYANCY COMPENSATOR 
REBREATHING 


I" an out of air emergency, is it safe to 
rebreathe air exhaled into a buoyancy 
compensator? There are a number of 
considerations involved: 

Will rebreathing allow you more time 
for ascent? Obviously. you can rebreathe 
your exhaled breath at least once. In 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation, there is 
plenty of oxygen available. Continued re- 
breathing will naturally reduce the per- 
centage of oxygen, but you are using it 
instead of exhaling It into the surrounding 
water. As the carbon dioxide builds up, 


your hunger for fresh air will increase, but- 


your break point will be surprisingly long 
in coming. Experiments have shown that 
when a breath-hold break point is 
reached, exhaling into a bag and re-in- 
haling the same air will extend it. This is 
because when you inflate and deflate 
your lungs, you stimulate stretch recep- 
tors in your chest, thereby reducing air 
hunger. Another reason is that air in the 
dead spaces of the airways is moved 
back into the alveoli where oxygen can 
be absorbed. The increasing carbon di- 
oxide concentration will eventually cause 
you to breathe faster. This ensures that 
breath-holding will be avoided. 

Remember also that the air expands as 
you rise. If you start at 100 feet, you will 
have four times your original volume to 
breathe on the way up. 

Is there any danger of breathing from 
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a fully inflated BC? As long as the BC 
flexes, it is not only safe to breathe from, 
but it is also an exceptionally easy 
breather. The entire surface serves as a 
large diaphragm, furnishing air at the 
pressure of the surrounding water. 
However, if the BC is allowed to be- 
come turgid from over-inflation so it no 
longer flexes, the air pressure inside can 
exceed that of the water. Breathing from 
it then could possibly cause a lung over- 
pressure accident. Such an event is un- 
likely, however, during rebreathing. It 
takes more than five full breaths to fully 
inflate most BCs. Even at 130 feet (the 
safe limit for sport diving), the BC will ex- 


pand about five times on the way up, so 


you will have plenty of air to breathe, but 
won't overinflate the BC. To be certain, 
instead of exhaling into the BC, you can 
exhale through your nose occasionally as 
you rise. 

What is the danger of breathing pure 
carbon dioxide? This is potentially dan- 
gerous, but can be avoided by habitually 
purging the CO, from the BC following 
each cartridge inflation. You can flush it 
out by filling it with air from your tank or 
your lungs a few times. 

lf you forget to purge the CO, and try 
to breathe it, you will be dramatically 
warned of its presence. It is stingingly 
pungent. (Although rated as odorless, in 
such high percentages, the CO, com- 
bines quickly with the moisture in your 
mouth to form carbonic acid.) 

Is there a danger of lung infection? 
Stale water in an unclean BC can result 
in concentrations of bacteria or fungus 
that may cause a lung infection if inhaled. 
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is essential to avoid inhaling water. Most 
BC mouthpieces have holes in the end. 
That allows the water to be blown out with 
the first puff. If there are no holes, the 
mouthpiece can be purged by rolling so 
the water flows into the bottom of the BC. 

lf stray droplets owing to imperfect 
purging happen to cause a coughing 
spell, don't remove the mouthpiece. 
Cough into the BC. The expelled air will 
be there, ready to inhale when the cough- 
ing spell is over. 

Master purging in shallow water before 
trying BC breathing at depth. 

Will rebreathing, increasing percent- 
ages of CO, and decreasing percentages 
of O,, cause physiological problems? A 
study of buoyancy compensator re- 
breathing was conducted at Temple Uni- 
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You can use your BC to share air. This BC mouthpiece (above right) is easy to clear. 


In a life-saving emergency you won't be 
concerned about an infection that may 
develop days later. Practicing rebrea- 
thing with an unclean BC, however, is not 
wise. Frequent rinsing with well-chlorinat- 
ed swimming pool water may be suffi- 
cient, but to be sure, use benzalkonium 
chloride, the antiseptic used to sterilize 
similar hospital materials. The concen- 
trated form is sold in drug stores under 
the brand names Roccal and Zephiran 
Chloride. Follow the directions for dilution 
and application. Rinse with fresh water 
before using the BC. 

Can you avoid inhaling the water in the 
mouthpiece? Purging the BC mouthpiece 


versity by Dr. Robert Leahy, director of 
underwater education and research and 
Dr. Peter Lynch, a physiologist conduct- 
ing diving physiology research. Twenty- 
five subjects, men and women, fat and 
thin, smokers and non-smokers, were 
tested rebreathing from a BC for one min- 
ute. Oxygen and carbon dioxide levels 
were monitored using. a gas analyzer. 
There was no compromise of the physiol- 
ogy of any of these subjects. 

In addition, 22 basic scuba students, 
after having used a regulator underwater 
only twice, rebreathed from their BCs for 
one minute in a pool ten feet deep. None 
had any problems. »#t. 





[° the fall of 1981 | fested a brand new 
strobe called the Helix Aquaflash 22. It 
was a great little medium-size submers- 
ible strobe that offered the compactness 
and lightness of a mini, plus the power of 
a larger strobe. It had a number of unique 
features such as twin flash tubes, auto- 
matic flash sensor and remote slave firing 
mode. At the time | thought the strobe 
was great; | still do today. Over the past 
three years, | have been using the unit for 
various photography assignments: It has 
produced flash after flash faithfully. 

Now Helix has introduced an innova- 
tive unit called the Aquaflash 28. De- 
signed along the same lines as the Aqua- 
flash 22, this new model is more powerful 
and more versatile than its predecessor. 
Designed and produced to the specifica- 
tions of Helix president Paul Schutt, the 
Aquaflash was manufactured by Toshiba, 
one of Japan's foremost builders of elec- 
tronic flash units. 

The Aquaflash 28 derives its name 
from its guide number. With ASA 64 film 
it has a powerful underwater guide num- 
ber of 28. Its predecessor's underwater 
guide number was 22. 

What does this mean in terms of f 
stops? If you are using a Nikonos Close- 
Up Kit with ASA 100 film you can achieve 
the maximum stop down aperture of f22 
with the strobe set at 1/4 power. With the 
old model you had to settle for f16. 

The output of the Aquaflash 28 Is ap- 
proximately two-thirds to one full f stop 
brighter than the older model. The Aqua- 
flash 28 has an underwater guide number 
equal to or greater than most of the larger 
strobes on the market today. This is pret- 
ty amazing considering it is powered by 
six AA batteries. The batteries are insert- 
ed through a circular door in the rear of 
the flash head. Helix recommends you 
use alkaline batteries rather than re- 
chargeable ni-cads. The alkalines seem 
to have greater capacity. 

One of the most often asked questions 
in underwater photography is how many 
flashes can you get on a set of fresh bat- 
teries? The Aquaflash 28 scores high in 
this area. On manual full power, the 
Aquaflash 28 will deliver enough flashes 
for two to three rolls of film, depending on 
how well you conserve battery energy 
between dives. The strobe should be 
turned off when not in use. On automatic 
mode the strobe will produce sufficient 
flashes for three to four rolls of film. When 
used on manual 1/4 power the strobe will 
really turn out the flashes, lasting for 6-10 
rolls. It is a marvelous unit for macro pho- 
tography because of its rapid one second 
recycle time. 

Aside from the increased flash power, 
the major improvement in the Aquaflash 
28 is the addition of detachable flash 
cords throughout the system. With the 
older model, there was a permanent fixed 
wire coil cord between the strobe head 
and the automatic sensor. Only the cord 


between the down side of the sensor and 
the camera could be removed. This 
meant you had to use the automatic sen- 
sor whether you wanted to or not. 

With the new Aquaflash 28, both coil 
cords are detachable and the automatic 
flash sensor can be completely removed 
should you choose to operate manually. 
This is important to macro photographers 
who don’t need auto flash mode and 
want to reduce the bulk of camera equip- 
ment to a minimum. Both ends of each 
coil cord are fitted with Nikonos Ill, IV or 
V flash connectors and are reversible. 

Another important side benefit of the 
disconnecting flash cords is that you can 
do a much better job of packing the 
strobe for travel. Many flash cords are 
broken or damaged in transit because 
they get kinked or crimped against 
another piece of gear. With the Aquaflash 
28, you can remove both cords and safe-

ly stow them away. 

The Aquaflash 28 will fit all Nikonos 
models ranging from the Nikonos | to the 
latest Nikonos V. The unit is equipped 
with advanced dedicated strobe circuitry 
and can be used in the automatic flash 
mode for both the Nikonos IV and the Ni- 
konos V. The automatic flash sensor can 
be mounted in three different places; on 
top of the strobe head, on top of the cam- 
era or beneath the camera bracket. The 
sensor is equipped with a shoe mount 
and locking nut. 

SDM's test with the Aquaflash 28 re- 
vealed a high degree of reliability. In fact, 
Helix Aquaflashes are popular rental 
units at many of the underwater photo 
centers throughout the Caribbean. 

List price for the new Aquaflash is

f you're expecting dramatic, photogenic structures, a dive on 

the USS Koka will be disappointing. Wrecked 47 years ago 
in shallow water and pounded by waves and surge ever since, 
what is left of her is covered with seaweed and blends in with 
the seascape. Once you become accustomed to the scene, 
however, you begin to notice shapes not usually found in na- 
ture. Start turning over rocks and you may find brass. 

Built in 1919 at the Puget Sound Navy Yard, the Koka was 
a 157 foot long steel hulled vessel with a 30 foot'beam. She 
displaced 1,000 tons and carried 46 crew members. For 18 
years she was stationed in San Diego and sailed throughout 
California waters towing targets and performing the other 
duties expected of a Navy tugboat. Her military career ended

U.$.S. KOKA 


Shallow Wreck Yields Its 
Shining Treasure

on a foggy December morning in 1937 when she ran aground 
on east point of Northwest Harbor, San Clemente Island. She 
was decommissioned that same day and as much equipment 
removed from her as possible. Then she was declared unsal- 
vageable and left half submerged on the rocky point. 

In 1962 divers discovered the wreckage but the vessel's 
identity was unknown. Pete Greenwood salvaged its huge pro- 
peller, blade by blade. (Each of these is eight feet tall.) The 
name of the company that built the prop was engraved on it as 
well as its weight (1,915 pounds), year manufactured (1885) 
and serial number. Greenwood wrote to the American Ship 
Building Company in Ohio asking the identity of the ship whose 
prop he now had. The company told him it had been used on 
a vessel known as the Jioga that sailed between Buffalo and 
Chicago. Doing further research on the Tioga, California Wreck 
Diver Pat Smith discovered it had been lost in Lake Superior 
in 1919. The Koka’s identity was finally proven beyond doubt 
when Steve Giles, also a California Wreck Diver, found a brass 
bearing block with the tugboat’s name on it. Smith found the 
brass Station Watch Bill which also had USS Koka and the 
names of the various crew members and their stations en- 
graved on it. The Tioga’s prop had been salvaged and sold to 
the Puget Sound Navy Yard where it ended up on the Koka. 

Since it is in the protected lee of Northwest Harbor, the Koka 
is usually divable. She is in shallow water (at the deepest, 
about 15 feet) and there is always surge. The wreckage is hard 
to distinguish from the rocky, seaweed covered terrain. Brass 
artifacts are still found. Last year another of the ship’s 21 inch 
portholes was recovered. Most of the items found now, how- 
ever, are small (keys, coins, valve wheels) and full of dents and 
scratches from their long battle with nature. Greenwood recent- 
ly found a Navy medal with the name Paul Louis Morin on the 
back. He would love to return the medal to its rightful owner or 
his heirs. 

A misfortune for the Navy, the USS Koka provides good for- 
tune for divers. > 





lop, flop, flop—that’s the sound a div- 

er with overly buoyant legs makes 
while struggling to make progress at the 
surface. Smaller divers wearing thick 
wetsuits, divers with naturally buoyant 
legs and divers in drysuits with attached 
boots often find they have to concentrate 
on keeping their fins in the water while 
surface swimming. Additionally, under- 
water, these divers find they have to con- 
centrate on maintaining a horizontal ori- 
entation—their feet keep rising. 

At the surface or underwater, floating 
feet can be an annoying energy waste. 
Adding extra weight to your weightbelt 
will make you less buoyant overall: You 
will be lower in the water at the surface 
but underwater your feet will still rise. This 
can also cause back strain. 

The logical solution is to balance your 
buoyancy by transferring some of the 
weight from your weightbelt to your feet. 


Your overall buoyancy won't change but 
your feet will be negative. 

Diving Unlimited International (DUI) of 
San Diego, California offers you an easy 
way to balance your buoyancy. Ankle 
Weights are short tubes of 1/8 inch neo- 
prene which wrap around the ankles and 
can be filled with lead shot. Each Ankle 
Weight can accommodate up to five 
pounds of shot. | was able to fill one with 
five pounds, 1.5 ounces of number eight 
bird shot, but this was really stuffing it. 
And, the weights are less flexible and 
more bulky when stuffed to the max. 

While a large diver wearing a drysuit 
might use the full five pounds on each an- 
kle, other divers will use much less. DUI 
gives the average as 2.5-3 pounds per 
ankle and | found this about right for 
buoyancy and comfort. 

Ankle Weights are secured by Quick- 
lock Fastex buckles made of nylon—just 
push in to fasten and squeeze to unfas- 
ten. The buckles are attached to nylon 





straps with Velcro® adjustments. Thus, 
the one size will fit any ankle. Since the 
lead shot is encased in a_neoprene tube 
the weights are flexible and comfortable. 

The neoprene tube is composed of two 
strips, each 11 x 3.5 inches. The strips 
are sewn together with heavy-duty nylon 
thread and the edges have a protective 
covering of stretchy Lycra-spandex tape 
sewn on. The outside strip is nylon two 
for durability. The inside strip is neoprene 
backed by nylon. The open pore neo- 
prene forms a non-skid surface against 
the diver’s suit material, helping to keep 
the weights in place. 

There are two pockets in each Ankle 
Weight. Thus, even if filled loosely, the 
shot won't shift around. The shot is add- 
ed to each pocket through Velcro closing 
apertures at each end. This is a wide ex- 
panse of Velcro, 1% by 2% inches. DUI 
has incorporated a unique Shot-Lock® 


Ankle Weights are neoprene tubes that 
the diver fills with lead shot and wears 
on the ankles to prevent floating feet. 





mechanism into the closure. The fuzzy 
side of the Velcro is sewn down at both 
ends but the hook side is only sewn at the 
outer end. The shot in the pocket slips up 
behind the hook side, dead-ending at the 
seam and forcing the hook side against 
the fuzzy side. The closure will not open 
or leak any shot, even if dropped. 

Lead shot is not provided with the 





weights but is available at gun/reloading 
stores in a variety of sizes. Some dive 
Stores carry it as well. Number eight bird 
shot is about $15 for a 25 pound bag. 
Larger shot is easier to handle but won’t 
pack as tightly or be as comfortable. 
Ankle Weights are sturdy and, cared 
for properly, should last as long as your

wetsuit. Rinse them with fresh water in- 
side and out after use in the ocean and 
hang from the center to dry (so water 
passes out the ends of the pockets). If left 
sitting, wet and salty for some time, the 
shot could corrode and clump together. 

If you have trouble with air shifting into 
the attached boots of your drysuit, Ankle 
Weights can restrict the shifting air flow 
as well as keep your feet from floating. 
Additionally, in a wet or drysuit, when on 
the surface, your feet will be negative so 
you won't have to fight to stay vertical. | 
found this particularly nice. 

Ankle Weights are available in black 
only and retail for $27.60 per pair at dive 
stores. They come with a one year limited 
warranty. DUI recommends the weights 
be used in conjunction with the Adjust- 
able Shot Weightbelt for fine tuning your 
weighting and balance.

From the United Nations Plaza, Na- 
choum and his partner, Warren Abrams, 
operate one of the most successful exotic 
travel companies in our industry. La Mer 
Diving Seafari, Inc. specializes in dive 
travel to the Galapagos Islands, Australia, 
Maldives, Philippines, Caribbean, Sea of 
Cortez, Red Sea and other locations as 
well as special big game photo expedi- 
tions to dive with the great white shark, 
whale shark and manta. 

SDM: What gave you the initiative to 
Start an exotic dive tour company? 

Nachoum: When | arrived in the United 
States and began working in New York | 
realized most people got only a begin- 
ning certification and were exposed only 
to local diving. There was little opportuni- 
ty for them to advance their skills. | began 
to develop programs to take them to oth- 
er places in the United States. When | de- 
cided to return home to Israel for a visit, 
several people who had been diving with 
me asked if they could accompany me on 
a Red Sea dive trip. | took them on a 
coastal safari by jeep and on the backs 
of camels. The next trip (March 1979) 
was with a group of six people. During 
that trip Warren and | decided to develop 
a company that would be a different type 
of operation for Americans—more com- 
fortable, more luxurious, safer and able 
to reach parts of the Red Sea not acces- 
sible from shore. Thus, we developed our 
first live-aboard. 

SDM: How did you decide on the name 
La Mer? 
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Nachoum: [hat is an interesting story. 
Before the second trip | went to register 
the company. They asked me the name. 
| hadn't thought of one! The only thing 
that came to me was a piece of classic 
music called La Mer that starts with the 
sound of waves and sea gulls. 

SDM: What is different about La Mer? 

Nachoum: On our planet Earth, actual- 
ly planet ocean, we wanted to change the 
concept of dive travel. We want to cater 
to American tourists and offer only first 
class diving destinations and facilities. 
We understand the local conditions and 
work with local authorities to learn about 
our destinations. We limit the size of each 
group. We want to make each custom- 
er’s dreams come true. We design all of 
our trips. We seek out the best boats, ho- 
tels, restaurants and competent guides: 
people like Dr. Eugenie Clark, Sylvia 
Earle, Dee Scarr, Steve Lucas, David 
Doubilet and others in that category. We 
are interested in increasing the custom- 
er’s comfort, awareness and understand- 
ing of the destination. A dive trip is not 
only to get wet. It is to gain more knowl- 
edge and more in-depth understanding of 
the delicate marine balance we are swim- 
ming in. We try to let our people enjoy 
and learn pursuits like underwater pho- 
tography and conservation. We support 
each trip with reading materials explain- 
ing all the necessary gear, documents 
and what to expect during the trip. The 
only surprises we leave for our custom- 
ers are those found in the ocean. 

SDM: Is there a particular La Mer trip, 
such as the great white shark photo safa- 
ri, you consider to be the most exotic? 

Nachoum: [hat is a difficult question. 
Which city in the world is the most beauti- 
ful? Rome? Copenhagen? Paris? New 
York? Each one has its own beauty. The 
same thing is true about the oceans. 
Each place has its own special and 
unique features. We cannot change what 
is underwater, but we can improve on 
services and logistics. We send people 


only during the prime season of diving. 
We use only those restaurants we have 
tried ourselves. We strive to make each 
trip maintain the same high standard as 
every other trip. That makes it very diffi- 
cult to say that one trip is any more exotic 
than another. 

SDM: Do you have anything new hap- 
pening at La Mer this year? 

Nachoum: We are starting a new pro- 
gram called Learn La Mer where we send 
people with a diving instructor to. the Car- 
ibbean and teach them to dive. Groups 
are, again, kept small. 

SDM: You are becoming well known 
as a lecturer. What is your main topic? 

Nachoum: During the times | have 
traveled the vast oceans, | have encoun- 
tered many situations with marine ani- 
mals that | did not think were dangerous. 
The animals were performing their nor- 
mal behaviors and we came there as 
ET’s. In America there is a major appre- 
hension of animals such as sea snakes, 
scorpionfish, lionfish and sharks. | felt in- 
timidated by this feeling. | asked myself, 
why? What is the reason for all this fear 
and concern that is not justified? One of 
the reasons is Hollywood, but most of us 
fear anything we do not understand. We 
learn to fear and destroy. | took it upon 
myself to create a presentation called 
Dispelling the Myth of Dangerous Marine 
Animals. The lecture is made up of per- 
sonal encounters with the great white 
shark, other sharks, sea Snakes, manta 
rays, eels, sea lions, lionfish, scorpionfish 
and others. The program shows how hu- 
mans can work with them almost hand to 
hand without fear. What it takes is knowl- 
edge and understanding of the animal. It 
takes respect. We must understand that 
we are the invaders. We are actually 
guests in their water. We must be less ag- 
gressive and must learn to make love to 
the ocean. We must not try to control it. 
There are really no dangerous animals in 
the ocean. Only those of us who.- try to 
contain or change it. >»

flies to St. Thomas from Miami and also 
continues to St. Croix. At this writing, Pan 
Am is starting direct flights—check with 
your travel agent. Several major airlines 
fly to San Juan, Puerto Rico; you then 
take a 25 minute commuter flight to St. 
Thomas or a 45 minute flight to St. Croix. 
Although less costly than direct flights, 
commuter flights are less convenient and 
appear to have more baggage problems. 
To go to St. John, first fly to St. Thomas. 
Then, take a water ferry or the VI Sea- 
plane Shuttle (known as The Goose) to 
St. John. Interisland travel is also easy. 
Numerous water ferries and The Goose 
connect St. Thomas, St. John, St. Croix 
and Tortola in the British Virgin islands. 
Because the U.S. Virgin Islands are a 
U.S. Territory, U.S. citizens do not need 
a passport for entry, but as many USVI 
dive operators take trips to the BVI, U.S. 
and Canadian citizens should bring a 
passport, voter registration card, authen- 
ticated birth certificate or citizenship cer- 
tificate for entering BVI waters—even if 
you don't step off the boat.

BONAIRE WRECK 

Bonaire has had a serendipitous addi- 
tion to its many attractions for divers. It’s 
a sunken 238 foot freighter, the Hilma 
Hooker, which foundered 100 yards off- 
shore. Its port rail is only 50 feet from the 
surface in a calm, easily accessible area 
abounding in fish and other marine life. 
Built in Holland in 1951, the Hilma Hook- 
er now presents no hazard to shipping, 
but is ideally situated for divers near the 
southwest coast of the island. It settled in 
a narrow sand channel between two 
beautiful reefs. 

The vessel, flying a Columbian flag, 
was enroute to another destination when 
it developed problems and managed to 
make port at Bonaire. On a tip, the island 
authorities searched for and found a 
large quantity of marijuana aboard. When 
the confiscated freighter began to sink, 
tugs towed it from dockside so it would 
not obstruct navigation. 

Snorkelers can survey the wreck from 
the surface. For divers, wreck exploration 
is an add-on to the list of more than 40 
underwater sites which have been identi- 
fied and fitted with special mooring facill- 
ties so that boat anchors will not destroy 
the delicate coral formations beneath the

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Poor Man’s Gold: 


BRASS

he incessant roar of the motor is si- 

lenced as the boat reaches its long 
awaited position over the wreck. It’s a 
beautiful day for a dive. As you roll off the 
gunnel of the dive boat your world is sud- 
denly transformed into white water and 
bubbles. You find the anchor line and 
drift downward toward the silent, twilight 
world where all you hear is the mechani- 
cal sound of your regulator. Soon you 
see objects take form and clarify as you 
near the bottom. You are amazed as you 





swim over the largest junkpile you have 
ever seen. 

Back on board after the dive, you won- 
der why people even bother to get wet on 
this wreck. As you dry off you watch re- 
turning divers heft their overloaded 
goodie bags on the boat deck. They talk 
excitedly and gesture wildly as they show 
their finds. ‘‘Must be nitrogen narcosis, ” 
you mumble to yourself as you turn away. 

These divers are excited about poor 
man’s gold, more commonly known as 
brass. Brass, when properly cleaned, 
shined and displayed, can be as precious 
as gold or silver, especially to the finder.

POOR MAN’S GOLD 


























There is an art to finding, cleaning, pol- 
ishing and displaying your treasures. 
First you need a find. So let’s go back to 
the junkpile. A location such as this has 
great potential. Some fanning of the sand 
in strategic locations can yield very satis- 
fying results. But don’t miss the obvious! 
Just because hundreds of divers have 
passed something by, don’t assume it’s 
no good. Examine it. 

Let’s think what the properties of brass 
are. It's a heavy metal, yellow in color 
and nonmagnetic. However, when brass 
has been submerged for a time it can be 
almost any color. Usually it is gray, brown 
or black. You can scratch the suspected 
metal with your knife to see if it’s yellow. 
It very rarely is. Remember that murky 
water filters out yellow at 20 feet and 
clear water at 45. | have very seldom 
seen yellow brass in the water. So don't 
be fooled by the color. If you think it may 
be brass, bring it up. By the way, you can 
usually tell by the shape of the object. 
Since it is nonmagnetic you can bring a 
small magnet down with you. This is not 
a positive test, however, as only steel and 
iron will be attracted. There are many 
metals that will be unaffected but this will 
help you to narrow down the field. Be 
Sure to use a magnet that’s strong 
enough. There may be quite an accumu- 
lation of scale or lime that needs to be 
penetrated. Also, a large piece of scrap 
can have a smaller piece of desirable 
brass cemented to it by calcification. 
Again, if you’re not sure, bring it up. Back 
on the boat or at home you can sort 
through your treasures and find the keep- 
ers and throw out the trash. 

Now that we have the raw material we 
can get started cleaning. | first prepare a 
bath of muriatic acid to remove the calci- 
fied lime deposits. A strong note of cau- 
tion must be included here. Please use 
extreme care when handling this acid. It 
is a poison and is very caustic. Never use 
it inside an enclosed area, or mix it with 
any solution other than water. Always 
wear rubber gloves and goggles. Never 
breathe the vapors and never get it on 
any surface you do not want damaged. 
Remember it is very strong! 

Why muriatic acid? It’s very simple. It 
is easily obtained at most hardware 
stores and Is very effective in this applica- 
tion. By the way, brass will not be harmed 
but most other metals will, so be careful. 












First, prepare a bath of 50 percent acid 
and 50 percent water in a glass bowl. 
Have another glass bowl alongside, filled 
with water. Using plastic fishing line, tie 
the object securely for dipping. Immerse 
it for 15 seconds, then take it out and 
rinse it off. See what progress has been 
made. Look for signs of weakening in the 
structure aS objects that are plated or 
made from non-brass parts can be ru- 
ined. In this case you may want to use a

clean as you can, closely examine it for 


any unsightly scratches or gouges. If you f 
do find some deep scratches you can r 
use sandpaper or emery cloth in varying 


degrees of coarseness. Start with a 
coarse grit and steadily decrease the grit 
as the scratch is removed. Remember, 


brass is soft and any minor scratches will 
probably come out when you buff. Steel-

them. If you know how to weld and have 
use of the equipment you can create a 
real piece of art by welding the pieces to- 
gether. Or you can do as | have done and 
make a picture from the pieces. I’m sure 
you have lots of material or can get 
some. Here are the directions for making 
your own picture: 

Materials required: one piece of ma- 
sonite pegboard, one-eighth inch thick; 
natural canvas; picture frame; plumber’'s 
bailing wire; staples; picture hanging 
wire; screw eyes for hanging. 

Take the pegboard and cut a square 
the desired size. Since you can make the 
picture any size you want, take the ob- 
jects you would like to include and ar- 
range them in a pleasing pattern. For ex- 
ample, | made mine 9 by 12 inches and 
included nine artifacts. Six were brass 
and | polished three. The others | cleaned 
only with soap and water as | thought the 
natural patina looked best. The three | 
polished were used to add a splash of 
color to the picture. The remaining three 
were iron and left in their natural state 
with a light coating of urethane. 

When you arrive at a pattern, place 
your objects on the board and trace their 
outlines in pencil. | used plumber’s bail- 
ing wire to tie the objects to the board. 
Decide where a wire should be and if a 
hole isn't near enough, mark it in pencil 
and drill any holes that are necessary. 
When you're through, mark in pencil any 
holes to receive wire. 

Cut the canvas about an inch bigger 
than you need and place it on the front of 
the board. Staple one side as close as 
possible to the edge and then stretch it 
tightly to the opposite side so all the wrin- 
kles come out. Repeat for the other two 
sides. Mount your board in the picture 
frame with small nails. | found it easier to 
purchase the frame rather than making it 
myself. For ten dollars you can, get a pre- 
stained and varnished frame that fits well 
at the corners. | preferred a heavy rustic 
frame to complement the artifacts. 

Take a four inch length of bailing wire 
and place it through the canvas. Jo lo- 
cate the hole | looked at the back and 
placed the frame between myself and the 
light. The wire will require some force to 
penetrate the canvas, so don't be shy. If 
it doesn’t go through, check to make sure 
there is a hole in the board underneath 
the wire. When you have gotten both 
sides through and secured the wire 
around your object, pull tight and twist. 
Bend the extra wire as nearly flush as 
possible with the back. Now clip the ex- 
cess wire off. Repeat for all the artifacts. 
Place wire on the back of the frame and 
you re all set to hang your art. 

The next time you are disappointed by 
a dive, keep an open mind. Check the 
bottom carefully. You may find something 
obscure and create a real treasure. >t

LOBSTER 


And Eat It Too

ore and crabs are beautiful and 
complex creatures. If you ever catch 
a really nice one, you may be undecided 
between cooking it and having it mount- 
ed. But with a bit of care you can eat your 
lobster and have its lifelike exoskeleton 
hanging on your wall. The cost is about 
$20 for materials and some hours of 
pleasant work spread over several 
weeks. The job would be very expensive 
if done by a taxidermist because of the 
time required to assemble the large num- 
ber of pieces. My first specimen took 
over 30 hours, most of it spent experi- 
menting with methods and materials. The 
following set of directions will give good 
results even the first time and is easily 
adaptable to the Florida/California lob- 
ster as well as crabs. 

The first requirement for preserving an 
entire lobster is that you must have two of 
them, one to work on and the other one 
purely as a model to copy. Don't boil your 
model—you will need the original colors 
to copy when you paint number one. 
Stick the model in the freezer every time 
you are done with it. This is very impor- 
tant. | also would recommend not eating 
the model for obvious reasons. 

Cook and eat the lobster you want to 
mount with minimal damage to the shell— 
which will be dried. The tail is going to be 
cemented to the body shell and these are 
going to be placed over an artificial body 
made of crumpled newspapers. [his 
body will have wires protruding from it. 
Each wire will be run through the four 
segments of a leg and fastened to a ply- 
wood base. Attaching the claws and an- 
tennae, followed by painting, completes 
the project. Sound simple? Basically it is. 


PREPARING THE SHELL 

After cooking, break the tail off the 
body. Break off the fins at the end of the 
tail. Insert a finger in that end and push 
the meat out in one piece. Try to remove 
bits of meat from the fins. Rinse, and set 
everything aside to dry, but do not let the 
tail curl. Tape it down or insert something 
inside so that it dries in a nearly straight, 
lifelike position. 

Break off the claws and antennae at 
the body. Insert a thumb in the body cavi- 
ty and rip out all the legs and body parts. 
Rinse the shell out. The trick is to dry eve- 
rything before it decays. A simple, cheap 
and effective preservative is borax (Su- 
permarket) and alum (drug store). Rub 
some of this mixture on any spot you Sus-

pect might smell, both now and anytime 
during this project. Regardless, you will 
probably get a little smell for a few days 
but it should be tolerable. For crabs, split 
the body into top and bottom parts. Clean 
out all the meat you can, then preserve 
and dry the shell. 

On a New England lobster, save the 
base of the antennae and discard the 
rest. (They shrivel and become too brittle 
to work with.) They can be easily dupli- 
cated. On a clawless lobster you must 
save them, at least the thick parts. Get 
out all the meat you can. It is OK to cut 
them in half with a hacksaw—they are 
easy to glue together. 

At this point you must start keeping 
records of the parts. Either number them 
with a pencil or set them out anatomical- 
ly. Each joint hinges on two points with a 
membrane between them. Slit all the 
membranes, bend the joints at right an- 
gles and push the meat out with a chop- 
Stick. If the joints come apart it is OK. 
Rinse these and dry. The claws can be 
emptied by breaking off the moveable 
part and working the meat out through 
the wrist opening using a fine blade knife 
and a chopstick pushing through the oth- 
er end. If you are having difficulty doing 
this you may want to enlarge the wrist 
opening by breaking a piece of the shell 
off with pliers. Save the piece, stuff the 
claw with papers and cement the piece 
back in place later. 


MAKING THE ARTIFICIAL BODY 

Soak newspapers in some white glue 
diluted with water. Make them into a sau- 
sage shape which will barely fit inside the 
body shell. Wrap it with string to keep its 
shape and let it dry one week. 

Obtain eight pieces of wire, (galva- 
nized) about 16 gauge. Cut them at least 
twice the length of the legs and sharpen 
both ends. After the body is dry, push 
one end through the body where you de- 
cide the first leg will be attached. Bend 
the protruding point and push it back into 





the body, making it like a large staple. 
Repeat this with the other leg wires, refer- 
ring to the model for spacing. For a 
clawed lobster or crabs with large claws, 
attach two more wires for the claws, but 
use heavier and shorter wire, coathanger 
size. Spread the leg wires like lobster 
legs on a plywood base and drill holes 
where they touch. 











PUTTING IT TOGETHER 

From an automotive supply store you 
can get a can of body filler. This creamy 
paste, when mixed with the catalyst, sets 
rock hard in about five minutes. It is indis- 
pensable to this project. 

Tape the body and tail down on a table 
in a natural position but upside down so 
you can work inside. Place two small 
globs of catalyzed filler on each piece 
and embed a pre-bent finishing nail so as 
to bridge the joint between them. When 
the filler hardens the two pieces will be 
permanently attached. 

Starting with the center tail fin, get a lit- 
tle catalyzed filler inside and embed a 
one inch piece of wire letting half of it pro- 
trude. Let it harden. Get some filler inside 
the tail and push the protruding wire in- 
side so that when the filler hardens the at- 
tachment will be made. This is also how 
to attach the claws to the wrist joints or 
segments, only instead of a single wire 





use a longer piece bent into a U so that 
there are two wires connecting each 
joint. The claws are heavier and two 
wires prevent twisting. 

The claw is cemented together and at- 
tached to the wrists, again using two nails 
embedded in filler at both ends. 

Run the leg wires from the artificial 
body through the plywood for support. 
Place some filler on the back of the body 
and slide the shell over it, making sure 
that the body fills the front part of the 
shell. Use more filler to seal any openings 
along the bottom of the shell. Immediately 
attach the first leg joint. Run the wire 
through the first leg segment and cement 
it to the body using filler. 

Set the lobster or crab on its back. Run 
the wires through the leg segments all the 
way out to the ends. Bend the wires as 
you do this, using needlenose pliers to 
form angular, lifelike legs. Compare them 
to the model. 

Place the lobster on the plywood and 
run the wires through the pre-drilled 
holes for support. Next you will need 
some hot-melt glue. This comes in sticks 
that are pushed through an electrically 
heated gun which melts them. The lique- 
fied glue solidifies almost instantly but re- 
tains some flexibility, which is desirable. 
Gun and glue are available in most hard- 
ware stores for about $13. Squirt some of 
the melted glue in each leg joint, sealing 
them and attaching them to the wire at 
the same time. 

Fill the moveable part of the animal’s 
claw with filler and embed a pre-bent nail 
or wire. Get some filler inside the claw

and cement together. Attach all the wrist 
joints using two wires or one U-shaped 
one. Run the wire from the body through 
the first two segments and cement all the 
pieces together. 

Drill a % inch hole through the shell into 
the body where the antennae are at- 
tached. For a clawless lobster, embed a 
piece of wire in the antennae using filler. 
If you had to cut off a portion of the anten- 
nae or if they broke off on their own, 
make artificial ends. As mentioned be- 
fore, it is impossible to salvage the real 
antennae of a New England lobster. 
Make artificial ones as follows: 

Obtain a length of heavy, straight wire. 
Brass brazing rod from a hardware store 
is ideal. A coathanger is OK if you can get 
it very straight. To make it taper from, say 
Y% inch, to 1/16 inch takes three people. 
Clamp the ends of the wire in two hand 
drills. Have your friends spin the wire like 
a lathe while you feed fishline or heavy 
thread back and forth, winding it in vary- 
ing thickness around the wire. But be 
sure to leave the first four inches bare. 
Take two inches of the bare wire and 
bend it over, doubling it. You are going to 
embed this part inside the drilled holes in 
the lobster’s body and two wires prevent 
twisting. Some glue will prevent the 
thread from unraveling. Do not use 
monofilament—it is hard to glue and 
paint. Use a braided fishline. After the an- 


tennae are cemented in, bend them in a 
graceful arc. 


PAINTING 

Get a set of tempera colors. It is recom- 
mended you paint your specimen with an 
airbrush. It is easy to blend colors with it. 
You do not need a compressor. Air- 
brushes can be run on cans of freon or 
with a little enterprise on your part, on a 
nearly empty scuba tank. Match the col- 
ors to the model. After the tempera colors 
are dry, spray with a clear, glossy poly- 
urethane or lacquer, obtainable in aero- 
sol cans. You won't believe what a differ- 
ence this step makes. You will suddenly 
see your drab specimen come alive. 


BASE 

You have many choices here. Drift- 
wood is attractive but since you already 
have the drilled plywood, here is some- 
thing quick and simple. 

Coat the plywood with glue (white, 
Elmer's type) and cover with clean, dry 
sand. No salt must be present. When dry, 
shake off the loose sand and spray with 
at least three coats of polyurethane to 
bind the grains together. Glue on some 
shells, seaweed or a seastar and you 
have an artificial seafloor. This is an ap- 
propriate base for your specimen. If pre- 
served by this method it will bring you 
years of enjoyment in addition to a won- 
derful SUDper. >see

terns were found. Later that day, after 
digging through 18 inches of sand, | dis- 
covered the answer to a mystery. My fin- 
gers grasped a heavy cylindrical object 
four inches in diameter. After some effort, 
the bar released its grip. It was a 20 
pound parrett shell. Nearby, my compan- 
ion found another. 

Captain Dickison prepared a detailed 
list of arms and munitions captured. No 
shells for the parrett rifles appear in his 
report. Yet there was no way Union 
gunners could have expended all their 
shells in 45 minutes. It was evident that 
naval officers ordered all munitions 
thrown overboard prior to surrender. Dur- 
ing subsequent dives many parrett shells 
were located from scattered points 
throughout the site. | also found an unex- 
ploded 12 pound case shot—fired from 
Dickison’s Napoleons. 

We visited the area frequently over the 
next two years. Some of the best finds 
were made months after the initial dive 
using a prop blaster powered by a 10 
horsepower engine. Someone com- 
mented that the ghosts of those who par- 
ticipated in this historic drama must place 
objects in the sand between dives. One 
diver found a complete leather belt in- 
cluding brass buckle, clasp and a car- 
tridge pouch containing 38 rounds. A 
brass porthole was found intact with the 
glass totally black, but in place. Numer- 
ous white firebricks stamped with the ad- 
dress of a New York manufacturer soon 
filled our boats. Nautical objects from the 
vessel were always interesting as the 
Columbine was actually a pre-Civil War 
ship built in 1850. Another diver found 
portions of a sighting device from one of 
the cannons. Occasionally a fish and 
game officer came by during our visits 
but did not object to our diving. 

Perhaps the most valuable find was a 
box containing 100 rare waterproof fuses 
for the parrett shells. These were valued 
at $40 each and quickly snapped up by 
collectors. Objects from the Columbine 
dominated artifact contests held by a 
Tampa dive club for three years. 

Unfortunately, some members of our 
group did not adhere to the code of se- 
crecy agreed upon after the initial dive. 
Divers from everywhere visited the site 
and controlled exploration was lost. The 
State had no structured program or com- 
munications with sport divers during the 
early 70s and was preoccupied with 
chasing salvors from treasure wrecks in 
the Keys. How different things would 
have been if our group could have 
worked closely with a state underwater 
archaeologist. 

Today, Florida is seeking to work with 
the diving community and some day arti- 
facts from the Columbine will be on dis- 
play for public enjoyment. >t.

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PROTEUS 


TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY

zi Babee to the East Coast of the Unit- 
ed States from the West in the past 

was an arduous journey for most. But, 
one of the most pleasant ways to travel 
coast to coast, for those who could afford 
it, was by rail to New Orleans and steam- 
ship from New Orleans to New York. 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company pro- 
vided the trip via its fine rail coach service 
from San Francisco and other western 
cities to New Orleans and from there to 
New York on one of the five high-class 
ocean passenger steamers. One of these 
vessels was the 4,828 ton, 406 foot long, 
steel screw steamer, Proteus. She was 
named after one of the mystic society or- 
ganizations which take part in Mardi Gras 
in New Orleans. Proteus, in mythology 
was the son of Neptune and Phoenice or 
Oceanus and Tethys. The Proteus was 
built for Cromwell Steamship Company at 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company, Newport News, Virginia 
and launched on December 16, 1899. 
Cromwell Steamship Company was pur- 
chased by Southern Pacific Railroad in 
July of 1902 as the railroad sought to of- 
fer first class sea service for West Coast 
travelers. Her identical sister ship, 
Comus, also a Southern Pacific New Or- 
leans/New York passenger steamer, 
was launched a month before the Proteus 
and the two were the largest coastal pas- 
senger vessels of their day. Newspapers 
reported them to be ‘‘models of design 
and build for ocean steamers, and... 
without peer in comfort and elegance. ’' 

These vessels were considered to be 
the safest of their time for modern travel- 
ers. Reviews and advertisements of the 
day proclaimed the Proteus and Comus 
virtually unsinkable and endowed with all 
the comforts of a private yacht. The 
charge for these accommodations was 
slightly higher than that for a first-class 
hotel on land—$35 one way, $60 round- 
trip, first class; $27.50 either way, sec- 
ond class; and $20 steerade. The ships 
were rated “A-1 for 20 years’’ in the 
American Bureau of Shipping’s Record 
of America and Foreign Shipping, the top 
rating and commanded only by those 
vessels which met the rigorous require- 
ments of the ABS. The Proteus and 
Comus, because of their great comfort, 
spacious accommodations, large size, 
strength and seaworthiness, were con- 
sidered the finest coastal passenger 
ships sailing from New York and on many 
points were considered better than even 
the latest of the transatlantic liners. 

The Proteus had 46 staterooms, 
accommodating 78 first class passeng- 











ers, 30 staterooms for 50 second class 
passengers and 108 berths in steerage. 
The dining saloons were large, elegant 
apartments equipped with electric fans, 
electric lights, comfortable chairs and 





lounges with enough seating for the full 


company of passengers at one sitting. 
The main dining room accommodated 56 
passengers with great comfort. The cab- 
ins, staterooms and saloons were fitted 
with round or square air ports—the round 
portholes being about two feet in diame- 
ter and the rectangular ones much larger. 
All contained heavy glass plate lights. 
The rectangular ports had small stained 
glass panels over them and were said to 
give stateroom and saloons a regal ef- 
fect. Her deck space was large (12.5 
laps of the deck equals one mile) and 
there were many promenades for first 
and second class passengers. 

The Proteus was powered by a vertical 
triple expansion engine naving cylinders 
32, 52 and 84 inches in diameter and a 
54 inch piston stroke. Steam was sup- 
plied by three double-ended boilers 
13°10°° in diameter and 20°6 °° long, 
which provided power to turn her large 
propeller—18 feet in diameter. The Pro- 
teus could cruise at 14-16 knots and 
made the 2,000 mile trip between New 
York and New Orleans carrying passeng- 
ers and freight in five days. These trips 
were not always uneventful and one par- 
ticularly memorable trip occurred early in 
1916. On January 27, 1916, carrying 95 
passengers and crew, the Proteus left her 
pier in New Orleans at noon bound for 
New York under dreary skies. Within two 
hours the ship was enveloped in a heavy 
fog. The visibility was extremely poor as 
Captain John Nelson commanded the 
ship at reduced speed down the Missis- 
sippi River toward the Gulf of Mexico. As 
the Proteus made her way through the 
fog, Captain Nelson was unaware of 
another ship ahead of him, also outward 
bound but moving more slowly than the 
Proteus. Captain Peterson of the oil tank- 
er Brabant was also unaware of the ap- 
proaching Proteus as he ordered the ship 
slowed even more as the fog became 
thicker. Without warning, the Proteus 
rammed the stern of the Brabant, goug- 
ing a large hole above the waterline. Cap- 
tain Nelson ordered the Proteus stopped 
and, finding she was undamaged and the 
Brabant safely afloat, continued out to 
sea and onto New York. The Brabant was 
towed by tug back to New Orleans for re- 
pairs. No one was injured in the collision. 

Nelson was soon replaced as skipper 
of the Proteus by Captain H.C. Boyd. 
Boyd had been in charge of the steamer

Antilles, a Morgan Line ship, when she 
sailed to England at the outbreak of WW 
| to bring American war refugees home. 
On a later trip across the Atlantic, the 
Antilles sank in the European war zone. 
Boyd and his crew were rescued. 

On August 14, 1918, Captain Boyd di- 
rected the Proteus, carrying 75 passeng- 
ers and crew, away from the Southern 
Pacific dock at the head of St. Louis 
Street in New Orleans. Around 3:00 pm 
August 17 the Proteus was off Charles- 
ton, South Carolina, on her way toward 
Diamond Shoals Lightship off Hatteras, 
which would take her until 4:00 am, Sun- 





day the 18th, to reach. Fog provided poor 
visibility on this leg of the trip and Boyd 
ordered the Proteus’ speed cut from 15 
knots to 12 as conditions became worse. 
About 2:00 am, Sunday morning, about 
34 miles southwest of Diamond Shoal 
Lightship, unaware that a Standard Oil 
tanker, the S.S. Cushing, was on a colli- 
sion course with them, the Proteus pro- 
ceeded cautiously toward the edge of the 
treacherous shoals. Without warning the 
Cushing appeared out of the fog and col- 
lided with the Proteus amidships, creat- 
ing a gaping hole beneath her waterline. 
A fireman, in a moment of panic, leaped 
overboard moments after the collision 
and drowned. For the second time in as 
many years Captain Boyd was forced to 
give the order to abandon his ship. An or- 
derly evacuation of the Proteus was 
accomplished and within an hour all were 
rescued by the undamaged Cushing. The 
only fatality in the collision was that of the 
drowned fireman. Six hours later on Au- 
gust 19, 1918, 25 miles south of Hatteras 
Inlet, the Proteus sank to the bottom—125 
feet beneath the surface. Southern Pacif- 
ic had the Proteus and cargo insured for 
$600,000, a figure hotly contested by the 
cargo owners. A lower court originally set 
the value of the Proteus at $725,000. On 
appeal, the Second Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals had the value increased to 
$1,225,000, substantially increasing the 
sum of money to be paid the cargo 
owners by Southern Pacific.

pproximately two miles across the 

bay from Newport, Fort Wetherill is 
on the southeastern side of Conanicut Is- 
land, Rhode Island. Fort Wetherill State 
Park is a wonderful place to explore, pic- 
nic and, most importantly, scuba dive. 

Originally called Fort Dumpling by the 
colonists who built her in 1776, Fort We- 
therill was one of five forts constructed to 
guard the entrances to Narragansett Bay. 
The fort was renamed in 1900 in honor of 
Captain Alexander Wetherill. It sits atop 
100 foot high granite cliffs which overlook 
the bay’s eastern channel, with a com- 
manding view of the sea to the south and 
Point Judith to the southwest. 

Fort Wetherill and the other four forts in 
the area came to be known as Endicott 
Batteries, after Secretary of War William 
Endicott, wno was charged by Congress 
in 1885 to report on the status of U.S. 
coastal and harbor defenses. These bat- 
teries were designed for two to three 
large guns. Fort Wetherill had three, six 






inch diameter guns with an effective 
range of nine miles. Each gun was 
mounted on a separate platform, protect- 
ed on three sides by concrete walls 15- 
20 feet thick. The walls were then protect- 
ed with 40 feet of sand which was then 
covered with earth and seeded to blend 
in with the surrounding terrain. When fully 
operational, Fort Wetherill had a comple- 
ment of 123 men. In addition to the big 
guns, there were two .30 and .50 caliber 
machine guns and two 40 mm anti-air- 
craft guns. 

While the guns and threat of imminent 
attack no longer exist, the shore diving 
here is at its finest. Two coves adjacent 
to one of the many parking areas hold 
many underwater delights to entice div- 
ers. Access to the water is accomplished 
by leisurely walking down the boat 
launching ramp to the west cove or for

the more sure-footed, hiking down a 
small hill to enter the east cove. It should 
be noted that a divers flag is required at 
all times. And, lobsters can only be taken 
by licensed Rhode Island residents. 

While diving is possible year-round, the 
water is on the cool side until the end of 
May. The ecosystem of Fort Wetherill var- 
ies with the changing seasons. With the 
onset of autumn’s shorter days and cool- 
ing temperatures, most divers are in- 
clined to pack away their gear for the 
season. Yet this is when the underwater 
world of Fort Wetherill comes to life and 
the water has warmed to 64°F. 

This is our favorite time to take advan- 
tage of all Fort Wetherill has to offer. This 
brings to mind a dive last October when 
we witnessed flocks of seagulls diving in- 
to the surf, pursuing anchovies that were 
literally jumping out of the water. Once 
we were under the surface, the reason 
for this became apparent. Thousands of 
snappers were feeding on the anchovies, 
driving them up to the surface to the de- 





light of the birds. In the midst of all this, 
a plethora of comb jellies glowed with 
phosphorescent rainbows, dazzling our 
eyes. Frightened by our presence, Atlan- 
tic rock crabs scurried under the protec- 
tive cover of the abundant plant life. 
Another huge school of silvery baitfish 
engulfed us as we snorkeled out to our 
favorite drop-off some 200 yards away. 
With so much activity so close to shore it 
was difficult to save enough film for the 
rest of the dive. 

Upon arriving at our destination we 
submerged and leisurely descended over 
a kelp forest, the inhabitants of which in- 
cluded the ever present bergalls and a 
pair of blowfish. Enormous blackfish cau- 
tiously stayed just at the edge of our visi- 
bility some 30 feet away. Continuing our 
descent to approximately 35 feet we ar- 
rived at our objective—legions of pink, 
white and marbled frilled anemones that 
carpeted a wall that can be explored to 
deeper than 85 feet. These anemones 
range in size from macro to family por- 
traits only a 15 mm lens can handle. 
Aside from the anemones there are many 














other attractions: small stalks of red soft 
coral; white coral polyps which dot the 
area like stars in a distant galaxy; yellow 
encrusting sponges; hydroids; red and 
orange starfish that add brilliant dashes 
of color; and the occasional, but extreme- 
ly rare, nudibranch, giving a touch of 
spectacle to the dive. 

In all our diving experience from New 
Jersey to Maine, we have never seen 
such huge concentrations of life in such 
a beautiful setting. Best of all, Fort We- 
therill is only one of many dive sites a 
short distance from Ocean State Scuba 
(17 Narragansett Ave., Jamestown, 
Rhode Island). Ocean State is a full serv- 
ice dive store in the center of town. It is 
open seven days a week. 

There are many advantages to Fort 
Wetherill as a dive destination. It is easily 
accessible from a variety of states in the 
northeast. It offers a wide range of diving 
opportunities to both the novice and ex- 
perienced diver. Since Fort Wetherill is a 
State park, everyone can be assured of 
ample parking, clean restrooms and well 
maintained picnic facilities. The ruins of 
the fort can be enjoyed by divers and 


non-divers alike. Newport is a short, sce- .

nic drive away and holds many after dive 
activities. There are numerous interesting 
shops to peruse, along with a wide 
choice of restaurants. The large marinas 
always have an abundance of yachts on 
view and Bellevue Avenue leads to a 
breathtaking ride along the coastline, 
complete with mansions. 

However, all of this is trivial if one con- 
siders that somewhere near the shores of 
Fort Wetherill is “‘Pirates Cove.”’ It is said 
that Captain Kidd, the notorious pirate 
who escaped capture from the British by 
hiding in Rhode Island waters, buried 
treasure here. Although eventually cap- 
tured and hung, he never revealed the 
exact location of his ill gotten booty. 

Whatever your objective, the one cer- 
tainty is that you will find the most impor- 
tant of all things at Ft. Wetherill—a great 
time for everyone! >t.

idwest diving, at its best, can be 
found in Lake Superior. In Michi- 
gan's Upper Peninsula, about 120 miles 
west of Sault Ste. Marie is the small town 
of Munising. It's a quaint town whose 
people make their living mostly off com- 
mercial fishing or the local paper mill. 
Beginning at the edge of town and ex- 
tending for 30 miles to the east along 
Lake Superior is Pictured Rocks National 
Park. It is Known for its spectacular sand- 
Stone cliffs which drop into Lake Superi- 
ors eternally icy cold waters; its caves 
formed by the beating of waves over the 
years; and its numerous waterfalls. It is 
truly a beautiful area but also dreaded for 
navigation on the lake. When the fall and 
winter bring storms and rough water the 
only shelter to be found on the south 
shore is Munising Bay, formed by Grand 
Island, one of the largest in Lake Superi- 
or. For this reason, the lake bottom is dot- 
ted with numerous shipwrecks, the ma- 
jority of which were attempting to seek 
shelter during storms. 
Owing to the cold waters of Lake Supe- 
rior the ships are preserved very well. 


Munising Michigan Wreck Diving 


Even those that went down over 100 
years ago still remain virtually intact and 
in the same condition as the day they 
went to their icy graveyard. The clean wa- 
ter, with visibility of 30-50 feet, makes it 
ideal for photography. 

The ships that have gone down over 
the years are of varied types and carried 
a multitude of cargoes, some still alleged 
to be concealing treasures. Most noted 
are four lying within a few minutes ride by 
boat from the town of Munising. These 
are the Herman H. Hettler, the Manhat- 
tan, the Dreadnaught and, most interest- 
ing, the Smith Moore. 

During one of Lake Superior’s infa- 
mous gales on November 23, 1926, the

Herman H. Hettler was seeking shelter 
from the waves threatening to tear her 
apart. Upon entering the mouth of the 
east channel, a compass course variation 
caused the Hettler to run aground. After 
constant battering by the waves that eve- 
ning, the 210 foot, 789 ton wooden 
steamer began to break apart at the 
seams, ending her 36 year history on the 
Great Lakes. The cargo of 1,100°tons of 
bulk table salt was quickly dissolved and 
the Hettler was a total loss. The wreck 
was later dynamited as a hazard to navi- 
gation and pieces now lie strewn across 
the bottom in about 25 feet of water. 
There are chains, brass fittings, large 
sections of the wreck and a large boiler 
to explore. |

from a wicked fall storm when it, too, : 


struck a reef in the east channel when a 
steering chain supposedly broke. As if 
striking the reef wasn't enough, a lantern 
fell over, Causing a fire that burned the 
Manhattan to the waterline. Oddly 
enough, the ship was owned by Gilchrist 
Steamer Co., which saved money by not 
insuring its vessels. In the 1903 shipping 
season, the Manhattan was the seventh 
Gilchrist steamer lost, all of which were 
insured. The years have not been kind to 
her owing to the shallow 30 foot depth 
she lies in. She lies broken from the 
waves and storms and scattered about 
the bottom. Many artifacts can be found 
by digging in the bottom. 

In protected Murrays Bay of Grand Is- 
land lies a wreck, completely intact in 
about 25 feet of water. Nobody knows for 
sure what It is, but It is most commonly 





known as the Dreadnaught. Some ex- 
perts feel it might be the Granada, which 
was Carrying Iron ore and went down in 
about 1886. The wreck comes to within 
about 10 feet of the surface. The photog- 
rapher can take pictures of an intact hull 
and go into the wide open holes to ex- 
plore and photograph inside. The Dread- 
naught is truly one of the most exciting 
and most visited wrecks in Munising Bay. 

The most spectacular shipwreck in the 
area is the Smith Moore, which lies in 110 
feet in the middle of the east channel. On 
the afternoon of July 13, 1889, in a dense 
fog about 10 miles from Munising, the 
Smith Moore was involved in a collision 
with the James Pickands. The Pickands, 
probably unaware of the extent of dam- 
age, continued on its way. The Smith 
Moore was taking on water when the 
M.M. Drake came along to tow her to 
Munising. For some reason never to be 
known, the crew of the Drake was ob- 
served cutting the tow line in the middle 
of the east channel, only 300 feet short of 
a shallow sandbar. The Smith Moore 
sank immediately owing to the amount of 
water taken on and the 1,700 tons of iron 
ore she was carrying. The 223 foot long 
ship now lies perfectly upright at 110 feet 
with her deck at 85 feet. At the time of 
sinking her masts stuck out of the water 
by 15 feet, but the ice and waves have 
broken them off and they now lie beside 
the ship on the bottom. The majority of 
the Smith Moore is intact with damage at 
the bow where she was rammed. The 
cargo holds are wide open and you can 
navigate the inside of the wreck almost 





completely without much problem. Some 
of the more interesting areas include the 
stern rail and the four bladed propeller. 
The Smith Moore is a wreck that can be 
visited for years with new areas to ex- 
plore each time. 

Also to be found in the area along Pic- 
tured Rocks are the wrecks of the Superi- 
or, a steamer that foundered on October 
29, 1956; the Sikha, a 272 foot wooden 
steamer that ran aground October 4, 
1904; and the Kiowa, a 251 foot freighter 
that was carrying grain. Others, such as 
the Merchant, that went down in 1847 
and the Wood Island, a tug that sank in 
1922, remain to be found. 

Owing to the great increase in visiting 
divers, the governor of Michigan moved, 
in 1981, to form the Alger Underwater 
Preserve. For this reason, the wrecks are 
now protected and will remain for divers 
to view and photograph in the future. >t.
